— Apricot-kernels  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  prohibited  exports.

Drugs  lor  Malingerers. 

The  following  regulation  has  been  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act,  and  has  been 
published  in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  : 

After  Regulation  40b  the   following    regulation  shall 

be  inserted : 

40c. — If  any  man  of  his  Majesty's  Reserve  Forces  not 
for  the  time  being  subject  to  the  Naval  Discipline  Act 
or  to  military  law,  when  under  orders  to  report  himself 
for  medical  examination,  malingers  or  feigns  any  disease 
or  infirmity,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations. 

If  any  such  man  produces  any  disease  or  infirmity  in 
himself,  or  maims  or  injures  himself,  or  causes  himself 
to  be  maimed  or  injured,  or  takes  or  uses  any  drug  or 
preparation,  or  does  any  other  act  calculated  or  likely 
to  render  him,  or  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  he  is  perma- 
nently or  temporarily  unfit  for  service,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offence  against  these  regulations,  unless  he  proves 
that  he  did  not  so  act  with  the  intent  of  escaping  service. 
If  any  person — 

(ct)  wilfully  produces  any  disease  or  infirmity  in, 
or  maims  or  injures,  any  such  man  of  his  Majesty's 
Reserve  Forces,  or  any  man  belonging  to  any  other  of 
His  Majesty's  Forces,  whether  or  not  he  knew  that  the 
man  was  such  a  man  as  aforesaid ;  or 

(6)  with  the  intent  of  enabling  any  such  man  to 
render  himself,  or  induce  the  belief  that  he  is,  per- 
manently or  temporarily  unfit  for  service,  supplies  to 
or  for  such  a  man  any  such  drug  or  preparation  as 
aforesaid  ; 

he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regula- 
tions.

Dye-production  Instruction. 

The  University  of  Leeds  is  making  special  efforts  to  meet 
the  demands  for  fuller  instruction  in  the  manufacture  of 
dyes.

During  the  coming  session 
special  lectures  are  to  be  given  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Cross,  the 
cellulose  expert;  Mr.  H.  P.  Hird  (Hird,  Chambers  &  Ham- 
mond, Huddersfield),  a  specialist  in  the  distillation  of  coal 
tar;  and  Professor  E.  R.  Watson,  M.A.,  D.Sc,  Dacca  Uni- 
versity,. India,  an  authority  on  the  chemistry  of  colouring- 
matters.  A  visit  is  to  be  paid  to  the  University  soon  by 
specialists  from  London. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
of  the  West  Riding  Section  of  the  Society  of  Dyers  and 
Colourists  last  week,  Mr.  W.  Rhys-Davies  suggested  that 
the  chemistry  and  dyeing  department  of  Bradford  Technical 
College  should  be  either  affiliated  to  or  have  its  diploma 
course  recognised  by  some  University  (Leeds  or  Manches- 
ter).

— Halesworth  has  decided  to 
close  daily  from  1.15  to  2.15  p.m.,  except  on  Thursdays,  and 
each  evening  at  6.30,  except  on  Saturdays,  when  the  clos- 
ing-hour will  be  8  p.m. — At  Newmarket,  a  vote  resulted 
in  the  selection  of  seven-o'clock  closing  except  on  Satur- 
days, when  the  shops  will  close  at  8  p.m. — Boston  Town 
Council,  on  September  5,  issued  a  draft  order  for  chemists 
and  druggists  to  close  at  7  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Friday ;  1  p.m.  on  Thursday ;  and  9  P.M.  on 
Saturday. — In  various  parts  throughout  the  country  earlier 
closing  is  being  considered,  and  in  London  the  Early-closing 
Association  is  moving  in  the  matter.

The  "  Dumfries  and  Galloway  Standard "  has  reported 
a  meeting  in  Dumfries  on  Thursday,  September  14,  of  three 
old  friends— Mr.  William  Allan,  Ph.C.,  Mr.  William  Reid, 
accountant,  and  Mr.  James  MacKenzie,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist (Edinburgh) — after  an  interval  of  nearly  six  decades. 
This  is  such  a  rare  event  that  we  are  glad  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  getting  from  Mr.  MacKenzie  the  following  notes 
about  the  matter  : 

In  September  1851  I  landed  (from  Kinross-shire)  in  Dumfries 
to  begin  my  apprenticeship,  and  there  I  met  Mr.  William  Allan, 
who  soon  after  became  an  apprentice  with  Mr.  It.  B.  Carruthers, 
chemist.  We  two  lads  became  good  friends  and  have  continued 
so  till  this  time.  About  1853  we  became  acquainted  with  another 
young  man,  Mr.  William  Reid,  son  of  a  banker  there,  and  we 
continued  to  be  most  friendly  till  1855,  when  we  were  obliged  to 
separate.  Mr.  Reid  was  leaving  for  America,  I  was  on  the  move 
to  become  junior  assistant  to  Mr.  John  Hill,  West  Street,  Shef- 
field; after  three  months  I  was  made  the  senior,  though  only 
nineteen  years  of  age.  I  continued  there  for  three  years,  when 
I  entered  the  employment  of  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co., 
52  North  Bridge,  Edinburgh,  where  1  remained  for  five  years. 
All  this  time  we  kept  up  our  friendship.  When  parting  with  my 
two  friends  in  1855  I  remarked,  "  When  shall  we  three  meet 
again?"  Time  passed,  but  after  fifty-seven  years  we  again  met 
in  Dumfries,  al!  well,  fresh,  and  hearty,  and  all  about  the  same 
age.  We  hoped  for  another  meeting  some  day,  and  last  Thursday, 
the  14th  inst.,  we  met  on  the  same  spot  where  we 
had  parted  sixty-one  years  ago.  and  again  each  one  able  to 
report  "  All  well,"  spending  a  very  happy  time  together,  thankful 
for  the  mercies  we  had  enjoyed  and  the  comfortable  circumstances 
in  which  we  were  enabled  to  meet. 

Mr.  Allen  was  for  many  years  President  of  the  Dumfries- 
shire Chemists'  Association,  and  is  one  of  the  best-known 
pharmacists  in  the  West  of  Scotland.  Mr.  MacKenzie 
was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists' Trade  Association,  also  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  Edinburgh,  and  he  still  attends  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society  in  London,  being  mentally 
as  keen  as  ever  he  was,  and  also  physically  fit. 
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Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Industrious  students  for  the  October  examinations  are 
now  busy  in  the  Botanic  Gardens.  There  are  many  examples 
of  fruits,  and  the  various  forms  of  placentation  are  being- 
studied. 

A  meeting  of  shopkeepers  representing  various  trades  was 
held  in  Glasgow  last  week,  when  arrangements  were  made 
for  seven-o'clock  closing  and  nine  o'clock  on  Saturdays 
owing  to  the  new  lighting  restrictions.  Chemists  did  not 
take  part. 

The  weather  remains  bright,  but  there  is  a  decided  ''  nip  " 
in  the  an-,  consequently  wide-awake  chemists  are  intro- 
ducing into  their  window  and  counter  shows  the  forerunners 
of  winter,  such  as  cough-mixtures,  cod-liver-oil  emulsion, 
and  malt  extract. 

The  Glasgow  autumn  holiday  has  been  cancelled  by  the 
Admiralty  so  far  as  shipyards  and  munition-works  are 
concerned,  but  the  Corporation  have  decided  to  recognise 
the  usual  holiday.  Wholesale  houses  will  thus  be  closed 
during  the  week-end,  a.nd  retail  chemists  will  close  on 
September  25. 

Since  its  affiliation  to  the  British  Red  Cross  in  October 
1915,  the  Glasgow  Sphagnum  Moss  Depot  has  despatched 
over  100,000  moss  dressings  to  hospitals  and  casualty-clearing 
stations.  Freemason  lodges  have  been  very  zealous  in 
procuring  sphagnum  moss,  as  well  as  many  Red  Cross 
work  parties.  An  appeal  is  made  for  still  larger  supplies, 
as  the  demand  for  dressings  is  increasing. 

An  alarming  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  in  the  ground 
department  of  the  warehouse  of  Francis  Spite  &  Co.,  St. 
Enoch  Square,  Glasgow,  on  Monday  afternoon,  Septem- 
ber 18  A  drug-department  and  an  office  were  practically 
destroyed,  and  the  upper  floor  was  damaged  by  smoke. 
The  loss  is  estimated  at  2,000/.  "  The  Herald  "  says  the 
firemen  were  just  sitting  down  to  tea  when  they  received 
the  call,  and  suggests  that  they  might  have  said,  "  The 
time  is  out  of  joint — Oh  cursed  Spite  !  " 


South  African  News. 

(From  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.)

General. 

Me.  W.  Aitken,  who  resigned  the  presidency  of  the  Cape 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  account  of  ill-health,  is  still  at 
Harrismith,  and  the  latest  reports  are  that  his  health  has 
very  much  improved.  He  will  remain  at  Harrismith  until 
the  summer  is  well  advanced  before  returning  to  Cape 
Town. 

Chemists  Prosecuted.— At  Durban  on  August  23,  judg- 
ment was  delivered  in  a  case  in  which  Mr.  J.  Tremoulet, 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  his  assistant  were  charged  with 
acting  as  physicians  by  prescribing  for  two  native  women. 
The  Chief  Magistrate  said  there  was  no  evidence  that 
accused  pretended  bo  be  medical  men.  As  the  case  turned 
upon  the  difference  between  the  functions  of  a  doctor  and  a 
chemist,  he  was  not  prepared,  without  professional  evidence, 
to  define  what  are  the  duties  of  the  respective  professions. 
Such  evidence  had  not  been  tendered  by  the  prosecution. 
He  therefore  held  that  the  case  for  the  Crown  must  fail, 
and  accused  were  therefore  acquitted. 

Business  in  Cape  Town  is  good,  reports  our  correspon- 
dent. The  prices  of  drugs- and  sundries  is  still  upwards. 
Petersen,  Ltd.,  have  issued  a  new  price-list,  which  gives 
a  good  idea  of  the  general  advance  in  prices  of  most  lines. 
The  heavy  advance  in  freight  has  a  lot  to  do  with  this, 
particularly  in  the  heavy  and  bulky  class  of  goods! 
Earthenware  goods  and  glass  bottles  are 'an  enormous  price, 
and  it  is  very  evident  that,  although  the  chemist  advances 
his  prices,  he  is  not  making  near  the  profit  he  did  when 
prices  were  lower.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  limit  has  been 
reached,  for  even  if  the  war  ends  fairly  soon  it  will  be 
some  while  before  reductions  can  take  place. 

Cape  Province  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the 
Cape  Province  was  held  in  the  Society's  rooms  in  . Darling- 
Street  Cape  Town,  on  August  17.  There  was  a  very  fair 
attendance.  The  feature  of  the  evening  was  a  lecture  by 
Mr.  E.  Herbert  Bysshe,  of  the  International  Correspond- 
ence Schools,  on  "  How  a  chemist  can  increase  his  busi- 
ness by  productive  advertising,  scientific  salesmanship  and 
attractive  window-dressing."  He  said  the  first  outstanding 
principle  of  business-building     is    an     understanding  of 


human  nature.  You  must  be  prepared,  so  far  as  possible, 
to  consider  every  customer  on  the  basis  of  his  or  her  own 
nature.  Careful  observation  will  enable  you  to  detect 
the  different  types.  Some  prefer  their  purchases  handed 
over  smartly  with  as  little  discussion  as  possible,  whdo 
others  like  a  few  chatty  remarks.  Always  give  the  im- 
pression that  the  customer  you  are  talking  to  is  one  that 
you  value  highly.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  ascertain  the  name 
and  address  of  each  so  that  you  can  greet  them  by  name 
on  future  visits.  This  is  a  harmless  form  of  flattery  which 
appeals  to  nearly  everyone,  and  by  offering  to  deliver 
even  small  parcels  you  can  easily  obtain  the  data.  Always 
take  a  keen  personal  interest  in  the  ailments  of  any  cus- 
tomers, and  in  no  way  suggest  that  you  think  their 
troubles  less  important  than  they  imagine,  but  be  opti- 
mistic and  talk  of  the  cures  rather  than  the  diseases. 
Another  good  idea  is  to  ask  your  customers  their  opinion 
of  anything  they  may  have  tried  on  your  advice.  It 
pleases  them  to  feel  that  you  value  their  opinion  and  you 
may  actually  obtain  useful  suggestions.  It  is  not  wise  to 
openly  disagree  with  the  opinions  of  customers.  It  is  far 
better  to  appear  to  agree  and  then  suggest  your  own  view 
as  an  alternative,  giving  sound  reasons  in  support.  Sup- 
pose, for  instance,  a  customer  said  "  I  don't  believe  in 
taking  medicines."  It  would  be  tactless  to  flatly  contra- 
dict, but  you  might  reply  "  Nor  do  l!  I  take  very  little 
myself,  but  I  am  troubled  with  a  sluggish  liver  and  I  find 
that  this  or  that  mixture  gives  me  instant  relief." 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


Sale  of  Stupefying  Drugs. — The  first  conviction  under  the 
new  Poisonous  Drugs  Act  occurred  last  week  in  Paris,  when 
Robert  Coudriet  was  sentenced  to  a  year's  imprisonment  and 
a  40£.  fine  for  selling  cocaine  to  the  frailer  sex  at  Mont- 
martre.  He  was  well  known  to  and  long  suspected  by  the 
police,  but  the  new  Act  was  necessary  to  make  the  "  punish- 
ment fit  the  crime."  The  picturesque  incident  of  the  trial 
was  the  evidence  given  that  Coudriet,  who  has  a  wooden 
leg,  used  this  apparently  undesirable  appendage  as  a  store- 
house for  his  illicit  goods. 

A  Centenary.— August  21  last  was  the  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Charles  Gerhardt,  the  famous  French  chemist,  born 
at  Strasbourg  in  1816.  At  a  moment  when  it  seems  at  last 
possible  that  Alsace  may  once  more  become  a  French  pro- 
vince, such  an  event  could  hardly  pass  unnoticed.  War- 
time is  an  unpropitious  occasion  for  celebrations  and  festivi- 
ties^ but  Professor  Tiffeneau,  the  Parisian  hospital  phar- 
macist, is  publishing  commemorative  articles  on  the  subject. 
Gerhardt  was  professor  of  chemistry  at  Montpellier  in  1844, 
and  returned  to  Strasbourg  in  1855,  just  a  year  before  his 
death,  to  fill  a  similar  post.  He  founded  and  edited  the 
"  Comptes  Rendus  Mensuels  de  Chimie." 

The  Dye-industry. — A  group  of  French  manufacturing 
industries  interested  in  the  uses  of  aniline  dyes  has  been 
studying  the  question  of  forming  a  National  Company 
which  will  undertake  the  manufacture  of  chemical  pro- 
ducts to  compete  with  and  replace  those'  hitherto  made 
in  Germany.  The  articles  of  the  National  Company  stipu- 
late that  the  director  must  be  of  French  parentage,  and 
the  appointments  of  the  managing  director  and  board  <  f 
directors  must  be  approved  by  the  War  Minister.  This 
agreement  between  the  National  Company  and  the  French 
Government  has  been  completed  by  a  commercial  undei- 
standing  between  similar  British  and  Italian  concerns. 
This  understanding  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Societe 
Interalliee  des  Matieres  Colorantes,  which  will  be  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  all  three  companies 


German  News. 


Scarcity  of  Rubber  Teats. — According  to  a  decree  of 
the  German  Diet  of  August  3,  all  rubber  teats  imported  into 
Germany  from  neutral  countries  must  be  consigned  to  the 
HandelsgeseHschaft  Deutscher  Apotheker  in  Berlin.  For 
home  manufacture  a  quantity  of  rubber  is  given  free  upon 
condition  that  the  teats  will  be  furnished  to  the  Hageda. 
The  teats  may  only  be  sold  by  pharmacists  when  a  certifi- 
cate of  birth  is  shown  at  the  time  of  purchase,  when  two 
teats  may  be  obtained.  On  the  second  purchase  only  one 
teat  may  be  sold,  and  that  on  condition  that  the  worn-out 
ones  are  returned.  They  are  not  to  be  sold  for  use  by 
children  over  twelve  months  old.  The  quantity  of  rubber 
granted  by  the  War  Department  for  teat-making  in  Ger- 
many is  sufficient  for  a  daily  production  of  6,000  to  7,000 
teats. 
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Glass  Tubes  are  now  made 
collapsible   tin  tubes.  The 


use  of  in  Germany  to  replace 
1  flaschentube  "  here  sketched 
is  made  in  Dresden.  The 
tube  is  filled  in  the  same 
way  as  the  tin  tubes,  after 
the  movable  bottom  (b) 
and  the  safety  bottom  (c) 
have  been  removed.  After 
the  tube  is  filled  both  are 
put  on  again.  The  object 
of  C  is  to  prevent  b  being 
pressed  away  by  expansion 
of  the  contents.  Pressure 
of  B  with  the  finger  suffices 
to  push  the  contents  out  at 
the  top.  One  object  of  the 
safety  bottom  (c)  is  to  pre- 
vent the  finger  being  cut. 
by  the  sharp  edges  of  the 
glass.  This  is  the  first 
practical  idea  of  the  kind 
that  has  materialised  in  Germany. 

Oil  Substitutes  in  Medicines. — The  Minister  of  the 
Prussian  Home  Department  has  issued  .a  decree  allowing 
the  use  of  substitutes  for  edible  fats  and  fixed  oils  in 
pharmacies  for  the  preparation  of  medicines.  Several  oint- 
ments, liniments,  etc.,  cannot  be  dispensed  exactly  accord- 
ing to  G.P.  V.,  and  co-operation  between  physicians  and 
pharmacists  is  recommended  by  the  Minister.  In  place  of 
lard,  -which  may  no  longer  be  used,  .a  mixture  of  15  parts 
of  wool-fat.  28  parts  of  ceresin,  and  57  parts  of  vaseline, 
which  may  bo  mixed  if  necessary  with  30  per  cent,  of  water, 
is  recommended.  In  the  place  of  lard  and  earthnut  oil, 
oleinic  acid  must  be  used  for  the  preparation  of  lead- 
plaster;  oleinic  acid  may  also  be  used  for  making  soft  soap 
in  place  of  linseed  oil. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Opium-smuggling  in  China. — On  account  of  the  Chinese 
Government's  restrictions  on  the  importation  of  opium  into 
China,  the  price  of  the  drug  is  very  high,  and  the*,  recent 
seizures  in  Shanghai  of  twenty  cases,  containing  about 
'7,000  lb.,  are  valued  at  well  over  1,000,000  taels,  or  143,000/. 
Seven  Chinese  members  of  Parliament  are  said  to  be  impli- 
cated in  this  latest,  seizure,  three  of  whom  have  been 
arrested  and  are  in  custody. 

Bogus  Salvarsan  in  Sweden.-  There  have  been  nume- 
rous dealings  in  bogus  salvarsan  in  Stockholm,  and  a 
number  of  arrests  have  taken  place.  The  police  have  con- 
fiscated a  parcel  of  genuine  ncosalvarsan,  amounting  to 
over  900  grams,  which  was  found  in  the  possession  of  some 
German  merchants  in  Stockholm.  Salvarsan,  like  many 
drugs,  is  forbidden  to  be  kept  by  other  than  licensed  drug- 
gists, and  is  also  barred  from  export. 

Medicaments  fob  Holland. — Some  time  ago  the  Dutch 
Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  tried  to  get  medicines  im- 
ported from  Germany  into  Holland  at  prices  such  as  were 
paid  in  Germany.  These  endeavours  appear  to  have  failed. 
The  Dutch  Ambassador  in  Berlin  has  informed  the  Minister 
that  export  prices  have  been  advanced  by  the  German 
manufacturers  by  permission  of  and  partly  on  .advice  of 
the  Government,  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  produc- 
tion and  also  with  a  view  to  raising  the  German  equivalent. 

Federation  Internationale  Pharmaceutique. — Professor 
Dr.  L.  van  Itallie  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Hofman,  President  and 
Secretary  of  this  organisation,  recall  the  fact,  in  the 
"  Pharm'aceutisch  Weekblad,"  that  three  years  ago  phar- 
macists of  all  countries  met  in  The  Hague,  but  the  work 
of  the  Federation  has  come  to  a  standstill,  except  that  the 
Bureau  continues  the  organisation  of  .an  international 
library  of  pharmaceutical  periodicals  and  goes  on  collecting 
reports  of  the  ten  preceding  Congresses.  The  work  of  the 
Dutch  Anti-War  League  is  referred  to,  and  the  hope  is 
expressed  that  co-operation  of  all  pharmacists  in  this  tech- 
nical work  will  be  continued. 

Irish  Assistants.— A  meeting  of  the  Provisional  Com- 
mittee of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  was 
held  in  Dublin  on  September  15.  Fourteen  members  were 
present.  It  wa.-  arranged  to  submit  the  draft  rules  to  a 
general  meeting  at  Moran's  Hotel,  Talbot  Street,  on 
September  20.  The  annual  meeting  will  be  held  each  year 
in  September,  so  that  resolutions  that  are  adopted  can, 
if  necessary,  bo  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  October.  The  Association  is  to 
include  ordinary  members,  honorary  members,  and  appren- 
tices.   Women  arc  eligible  for  membership. 


Legal  Reports. 


A  Phosferlne  Case.— In  the  Vacation  Court,  London, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Atkin,  on  September  20,  a  motion  was 
heard  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  Ashton  &  Parsons,  Ltd., 
against  Mr.  Edmund  Dart,  trading  as  the  Dart  Remedies 
Co.,  and  formerly  as  Professor  Edmunds,  at  Mill  Street, 
Pontypridd,  for  leave  to  issue  a  writ  of  attachment  for 
alleged  breach  of  an  injunction  granted  by  Mr.  Justice 
Sargant  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  March  9,  1915.  Mr. 
Kerly,  K.C.,  said  that  this  was  a  "  passing-off "  action, 
and  the  defendant  was  under  an  order  restraining  him 
from  passing  off  matter  as  "  Phosferine "  other  than  the 
plaintiffs'  special  article.  The  defendant's  present  activities 
were  at  Pontypridd,  and  counsel  read  affidavits  by  which 
it  was  suggested  that  in  the  market-place  there  the  defen- 
dant sold  stuff  in  a  bottle  which  he  passed  off  as  phos- 
ferine, and  that  he  offered  to  give  away  a  bottle  of  phos- 
ferine to  people  who  bought  a  pamphlet  for  a  shilling. 
The  defendant  appeared  in  person,  and  denied  absolutely 
that  he  committed  the  acts  alleged,  and  the  case  was 
adjourned  for  the  defendant  to  have  an  opportunity  of 
putting  his  denials  on  affidavit.  The  defendant,  in  the 
course  of  his  evidence,  produced  a  petition  that  he  said 
was  signed  by  tradesmen  at  Pontypridd,  but  his  Lordship 
said  he  could  not  deal  with  this.  The  case  was  adjourned 
to  the  next  legal  sittings.

Brunton,  Bait.,  M.D., 
LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  aged 
seventy-two.  This  distin- 
guished physician  was  the 
son  of  Mr.  James  Brunton, 
Hiltonshill,  Roxburghshire, 
and  was  born  there  on 
March  14.  1844.  He  studied 
medicine  and  science 
in  Edinburgh  University, 
and  in  1866  graduated 
there  as  M.B.,  CM.,  tak- 
ing his  B.Sc.  degree  in 
the  following  year  and  the 
M.D.  in  1868'.  He  also 
studied  in  Amsterdam, 
Berlin,  Leipzig,  and 
Vienna,  and  was  xine  of 
the  most  distinguished 
medical  graduates  of  the. 
Edinburgh  University, 
where  his  researches  were 
on  subjects  which  revolu- 
tionised medical  treatment. 
Coming  to  London,  he  in 
1870  passed  the  examina- 
tion as  a  member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  and 
subsequently  he  was  appointed  lecturer  in  pharmacology  and 
therapeutics  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  of  which  he 
became  a  physician.  He  was  one  of  the  leading  therapeutists 
of  the  day,  irrespective  of  country,  and  the  author  of 
numerous  works  on  that  subject  and  on  disorders  of  the 
digestion.  He  was  knighted  in  1900.  and  received  a 
baronetcy  in  1908.  He  was  elected  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  in  1887. 
He  is  succeeded  in  the  baronetcy  by  his  eldest  son,  James 
Stopford  Lauder  Brunton,  who  is  an  officer  in  the  Canadian 
Forces.  His  second  son,  E.  H.  Pollock  Brunton,  B.A 
Cantab.,  M.R.C.S..  L.R.C.P.,  was  a  lieutenant  in  the 
R.A.M.C,  and  was  killed  in  action  in  France  on  October  8, 
1915.  Sir  Lauder  also  leaves  two  daughters,  one  of  whom 
is  married  to  Professor  Augustine  Henry,  of  Dublin,  whose 
work  on  Chinese  botany  is  well  known  to  our  readers.

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A  Criticism  of  its  Chemistry.

It  is  difficult  adequately  to  criticise  the  chemistry  or 
chemical  tests  of  any  Pharmacopoeia  unless  one  is  m  a 
position  to  know  what  its  scope  and  the  intentions  of  the 
compilers  reallv  are.  Such  scope  and  intentions  must  bo 
sought  by  internal  evidence,  but  one  broad  fact  is  obvious— 
namely  'that  the  work  should  be  of  the  maximum  utility 
possible  as  a  guide  to  those  who  are  absolutely  bound  to 

""with  the  increased  activity  of  legislation  in  the  direc- 
tion of  drug  purity,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Pharmacopoeia 
in  this  country  has  long  passed  beyond  the  stage  of  a 
guide  to  the  pharmacist;  and  this  is  still  more  true  Oj 
the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  which  is  incorporated 
as  a  standard  under  the  Pure  Foods  Act  of  1906.  This 
work,  therefore,  has  been  placed  upon  a  pedestal  which 
has  been  refused  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  which 
will  probably  be  refused  until  a  great  difference  in  its 
method  of  preparation  takes  place. 

The  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  then,  must  be 
regarded  as  a  work  of  such  high  authority  that  it  should 
justify  our  expectations  that  it  is  the  last  word  on  efficiency 
and  accuracy  on  all  chemical  matters  which  it  purports 
to  control.  We  have  to  remember  that  the  reputations 
of  firms  and  individuals  depend  on  their  products  satis- 
fying what  is,  in  the  United  States,  the  "  letter  of  the 
law."  A  national  Pharmacopoeia,  published  so  lately  as 
last  month,  erected  into  a  legal  standard,  will  not  be  easily 
rebutted  as  evidence  in  an  American  law  court.  Again, 
having  passed  definitely  into  a  standard  by  which  the 
professional  analysts  are  bound,  one  may  well  ask,  "  How 
far  does  it  bear  the  impress  of  the  professional  analysts 
assistance  in  its  preparation?" 

At  the  outset,  one  may  say  that  if  this  work  be  divorced 
from  the  high  ideals  of  a.  Pharmacopoeia  above  indicated, 
its  chemical  tests  and  statements  are.  on  the  whole,  sound, 
useful,  and  accurate.  But  judged  from  the  more  parti- 
cular point  of  view,  I  do  not  think  the  United  _  States 
Pharmacopoeia  satisfies  the  expectations  one  is  justified  in 
holding  as  to  its  position  as  a  high  authority  on  the 
chemical  matters  of  which  it  purports  to  treat,  nor  attains 
that  degree  of  accuracy  and  efficiency  that  is  to  be  looked 
for  in  a  legal  standard  of  chemical  testing.  Timidly 
scrupulous  accuracy  of  detail  in  simple  matters  is  petty 
and  annoying  to  the  intelligent  user,  but  is  so  traditional 
in  Pharmacopoeias  that  we  may  hardly  regard  it  as  a 
cardinal  offence. 

The  attitude  adopted  towards  the  "Law"  in  the  U.S. P. 
is,  I  think,  innocently  humorous.  On  p.  xxxvii  we  are 
told: 

"  A  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  expressing 
the  chemical  tests.  The  imperative  mood  was  not  used  in 
former  revisions,  but  since  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  now  a 
legal  standard,  the  conditional  form  of  previous  Pharma- 
copoeias, in  which  nearly  every  test  began,  '  If  —  -  grm.  be 
dissolved,'  has  been  changed  to  the  imperative,  1  Dissolve 
 grm.,'  etc." 

This  is  true  in  those  cases  where  actual  solution  and 
some  similar  tests  are  given,  but,  strangely  enough,  the 
compilers  forget  their  legal  imperative  in  test  after  test 
of  slightly  different  characters,  so  that  no  uniformity  in 
the  matter  exists.  Having  attempted  to  secure  this  mote, 
the  compilers  do  not  seem  to  worry  over  such  a  beam 
(from  a  law-court  point  of  view)  as  "  specific  gravity  about 
0.973,"  for  example  (p.  304),  which  raises  a.  nice  point  to 
wrangle  over  if  a  dispute  should  arise. 

Among  the  sillv  things  (for  it  is  really  silly)  one  usually 
finds  in  books  of  this  type,  the  remarks  on  p.  xlvii  stand 
pre-eminent.  For  the  preservation  of  vegetable  or-  animal 
substances  from  the  ravages  of  insects,  it  is  directed  in 
special  cases  that  they  be  preserved  in  tightly  closed  con- 
tainers and  a.  few  drops  of  chloroform  or  carbon  tetra- 
chloride added.  "  ft  is  ?iot  intended  that,  tin's  precaution 
should  be  used  for  drugs  imported  in  bales."  The  italics 
are  my  own. 

To  pass  on  to  a  few  individual  cases  conspicuous  for 
sins  of  omission  or  commission,  I  may  commence  with 
lard.  A  modified  Becchi  test  is  given  for  this  fit  to  pre- 
clude the  presence  of  cottonseed  fats.  It  must  surely  lie 
a  matter  of  absolutely  common  knowledge  that  hogs  fed 
on  cotton-cake  may,  and  very  often  do.  yield  an  absolutely 
pure  lard  which  gives  a  marked  Becchi  reaction,  and  no 
analyst  of_  experience  would  condemn  a  lard  because  it 
yielded  this  reaction,  unless  the  quantitative  tests  agreed 
with  the  presence  of  cottonseed  oil.  Incidentally  the 
Becchi  reaction  is  not  accepted  under  Olive  Oil,  but  we 


are  directed  to  use  Halphen's  test  for  cottonseed  oil.  Why 
this  variation  ? 

In  spite  of  exceedingly  accurate  formulae  for  the  deter- 
mination of  specific  rotations  given  in  the  chapter  on  the 
subject  on  pp.  602-603,  we  are  given  the  following  under 
Camphor  (p.  97)  : 

"The  specific  rotation  [o]d  of  camphor  in  a  solution  in 
alcohol  at  25°  O.  is  between  +41°  and  +42°  in  a  200-mm. 
tube,  containing  10  grams  of  camphor  in  each  100  "mils  of 
solution.  The  alcohol  must  be  of  the  strength  of  about 
95  per  cent,  by  volume." 

The  words  "in  a  200-mm.  tube"  are  used  incorrectly. 
The  specific  rotation  is  the  same  whether  the  observation 
be  made  in  a  lOO-c.c.  tube  or  a  tube  of  any  other  length. 
It  should  have  been  a  direction  to  make  the  observation 
in  a  200-mm.  tube.  But  the  expression  "  about  95  per 
cent."  is  most  unhappy.  The  specific  rotation  of  camphor 
varies  enormously  with  the  solvent,  and  the  exact  strength 
of  the  alcohol  is  most  important.  Surely  94-per-cent. 
alcohol  is  "  about  95  per  cent." ;  but  with  94-per-cent. 
alcohol  the  specific  rotation  of  camphor  falls  below  -f41°. 
The  expression  "rotation  of  a  ray  of  polarised  light"  on 
p.  602  is  inaccurate. 

Under  Extract  of  Male  Fern  (oleoresin  of  male  fern) 
we  do  not  find  a  single  test  of  any  kind.  Now,  during  the 
past  ten  years  adulteration  of  this  article,  which  was  very 
■gross,  has  been  stamped  out  through  the  development  of 
our  knowledge  of  its  characters.  These  are  perfectly  well 
understood,  and  the  percentage  of  filicic  acid,  specific 
gravity,  refractive  index,  and  solubility  are  values  sub- 
stantially agreed  upon  by  all  experts.  Why  have  they 
been  omitted  in  this  important  legal  standard?  If  because 
the  compilers  knew  of  these  well-established  tests,  they 
are  open  to  strong  criticism  for  omitting  them ;  if  they 
did  not  know  of  them,  the  criticism  would  be  still  stronger. 

On  p.  206  is  it  right  to  see  Spanish  liquorice  described 
as  "  also  known  as  Italian,  Levant,  Persian,  Turkish,  or 
Arabian  liquorice"  ?  Surely  the  differences  between  Spanish 
liquorice  and  Italian  and  Turkish  liquorice  ought  to  be 
known  to  the  compilers!  Much  work  has  been  done  on 
copaiba  during  recent  years,  but  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  refractive  index  and  optical  rotation  of  the  oil  are 
well  defined  and  known,  no  refractive  index-  at  all  is 
given,  and  the  optical  rotation  is  merely  given  as  "not 
less  than  — 7°."  The  acidity  limits  of  23  to  95  appear  to 
be  too  wide,  even  for  genuine  Para  balsam,  which  would, 
apparently,  be  intended  for  inclusion. 

Incidentally  the  refractive  index  is  dealt  with  in  a  special 
chapter,  and  is  highly  commended  as  a  method  of  testing; 
but  in  almost  every  case  where  the  refractive  index  is  well 
ascertained,  it  is  omitted  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  mono- 
graphs. The  expressions  "refractive  liquid"  and  "highly 
refractive  liquid"  are  used,  but  the  "valuable  test"  is 
conspicuous  by  its  absence.  It  would  seem  that  the  writer 
of  the  chapter  on  the  question  and  the  writer  of  the 
monographs  on  essential  oils  were  not  the  same  person. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  examine  honey  efficiently  with- 
out a  careful  determination  of  its  optical  activity  before 
and  after  inversion.  On  p.  602,  in  the  chapter  on  Optical 
Rotation,  a  distinction  is  made  between  polarimeters 
and  saecharimeters,  and  the  equivalents  of  angular  and 
sugar  scales  are  given.  But  there  is  not  a  single  word 
under  Honey  dealing  with  this  the  most  important 
method  of  its  examination,  while  comparatively  trivial 
colour  reactions  are  given  undue  prominence. 

How  far,  judged  from  the  view  of  the  accuracy 
demanded  of  a  legal  standard  will  the  statement  (p.  299) 
that  "castor  oil  is  only  partly  soluble  in  petroleum 
benzin  "  bear  examination?  The  fatty  oils  are  given 
saponification-values  and  iodine-absorption  figures,  but 
no  refractive  indices.  The  Hub]  and  Wijs  methods  for 
determining  iodine-absorption  are  well  understood  and 
universally  adopted.  What  has  induced  the  compilers  to 
alter  the  Wijs  method  by  using  iodine-bromide  solution? 
Further,  they  instruct  one  to  use  chloroform  as  the  solvent. 
This  is  bad,  because  carbon  tetrachloride  is  safer,  and  is 
generally  employed,  on  account  of  the  liability  of  chloro- 
form to  contain  traces  of  alcohol. 

In  normal  times  the  most  common  adulterant  of  olive  oil 
is  arachis  oil.  Colour  reactions  are  given  for  cottonseed 
oil  and  sesame  oil,  but  the  perfectly  definite  and  reliable 
method  for  detecting  and  approximately  estimating  arachis 
oil  is  not  even  referred  to.  This  is  incredible  in  a  Phar- 
macopoeia published  in  1916  !  There  are  many  minor  objec- 
tions to  be  advanced,  such  as  the  omission  of  well-recognised 
tests,  the  habit  of  "  enlarging  "  meltincr-noints  by  2°  and  so 
on  (acetanilide  112°-114°.  phenaeetin  1330-135°.  acid, 
benzoic.  120°-122°.  etc.),  but  the  above  criticisms  illustrate 
what,  to  the  writer,  appears  to  constitute  an  absence  of 
completeness  and  efficiency  which  one  would  have  the 
right  to    expect   in  a  standard   work   of  legal  authority.

The  War 

may  last  at  least  another  twelvemonth,  and  our 
Insurance-dispensing  contracts  for  1917  will  have  to  be 
made  under  conditions  similar  to  those  of  the  present  year. 
It  will  be  as  "  unpatriotic  "  as  ever  to  embarrass  the 
Government  by  withdrawing  from  Insurance-work,  and 
all  the  old  arguments  for  continuing  will  be  in  full  force. 
It  is  the  more  necessary  that  we  should  know  at  once 
exactly  how  we  stand  under  our  present  contracts.  That 
we  are  worse  off  than  we  were  under  the  old  arrange- 
ment is  an  accepted  fact  with  most  of  us,  but  how  much 
worse  ?  Can  we  afford  to  go  on  as  we  are  ?  The  Society 
•  that  is  said  to  exist  primarily  for  the  protection  of  our 
interests  ought  to  be  prepared  with  a  complete  compara- 
tive statement,  such  as  would  enable  us  to  decide  our 
future  course.  But  we  must  not  again  allow  the  Society  to 
decide  for  us.    What  we  want  of  it  now  is 

Light  Rather  than  Leading. 

It  occupies,  or  should  occupy,  a 
position  of  unique  advantage  for  the  survey  and  co-ordina- 
tion of  facts,  but  it  is  dominated  by  men  who,  being  less 
vitally  interested  in  the  question  at  issue,  which  is  one 
affecting  the  Society  not  as  a  political  institution,  but  as 
a  body  of  working  pharmacists,  are  less  competent  than 
the  bulk  of  the  trade  to  decide  it.  We  may  be  called  upon 
again  to  forgo  our  rightful  claims  on  grounds  of  patriotism 
or  general  policy,  but  it  is  for  us,  and  not  for  these  men, 
to  say  whether  we  will  do  so  or  not.  It  may  be  said  that 
apart  from  the  Society  we  have  no  means  of  making  our 
decision  effectively  known.  It  would  probably  suffice  to 
make  it  known  to  the  Society,  if  only  we  spoke  loudly 
enough  and  all  spoke  together,  but  if  we  have  to<  wait  the 
Society's  time  for  the  facts  the  hope  of  this  may  be 
small.  Perhaps  it  would  be  enough  to  let  the  Society 
know  without  delay  that  unless  the  facts  are  forthcoming 
in  time  and  we  have  the  opportunity  for  a  free  choice 
we  shall  resign  in  a  body.  Meantime  we  ought  to  be  pre- 
pared with  means  to  ascertain  the  mind  of  the  trade  inde- 
pendently in  case  our  "  leaders  "  should  fail  us. 

The  Appeal  to  Local  Associations 

from  Hull  is  somewhat 
belated,  but  better  late  than  never,  and  it  covers  pretty 
well  the  whole  ground  of  our  complaint  of  the  working  of 
Medical  Benefit  so  far  as  it  affects  pharmacists.  Personally 
I  should  not  care  to  press  its  second  point,  at  least  as  it 
is  here  put.  We  may  have  been  forced  on  to  the  panels 
by  the  fear  of  competition,  but  it  is  hardly  dignified  to 
say  so,  and  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  improve  our  position 
as  claimants  for  better  treatment.  Strength,  or  even  an 
appearance  of  strength,  usually  makes  a  more  successful 
appeal  than  weakness.  This,  however,  is  almost  my  only 
criticism  of  the  Hull  statement  of  our  case.  Points  3 
and  4  have  special  force,  and  are  admirably  put ;  local 
Associations  will  be  able  to  amplify  and  illustrate  these 
and  other  items,  and  possibly  to  add  further  counts  to  the 
indictment.  Point  5  might  have  been  put  more' happily, 
but  its.  contention  is  plain — a  percentage  of  profit  that  is 
sufficient  in  large  businesses  may  be  ludicrously  inade- 
quate in  ours.  I  hope  that  in  its  inquiry  into  the  establish- 
ment-charge, by  the  way,  the  Society  has  called  in  the 
aid  of  a  professional  chemists'  and  druggists'  valuer.  It 
is  only  the  closest  expert  knowledge  of  the  minutice  of 
the  business  that  is  of  any  real  value  here.  May  I  urge 
our  local  Associations  everywhere  to  follow  the  Hull  lead  ? 

Liquor  Hypophysis, 

according  to  the  new  U.S. P.,  is  an 
aqueous  solution  of  "principles  from  the  fresh  posterior 
lobe  of  the  pituitary  body  of  cattle."  The  title  of  the 
solution  is,  I  think,  somewhat  unfortunate.  According 
to  accepted  usage,  and  by  the  evidence  of  three  English 
and  American  medical  dictionaries  which  I  have  con- 
sulted, the  hypophysis,  or,  more  fully,  hypophysis  cerebri, 
is  the  actual  pituitary  body  itself,  and  not  a  part  of  it 
only.       The  hypophysis  consists  of  three   portions — the 


anterior  lobe,  the  pars  intermedia,  and  the  posterior  lobe 
or  infundibulum.  Some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  part  played 
by  the  intermediate  tissue,  but  it  is  generally  accepted 
that  the  functions  of  the  anterior  and  posterior  lobes  are 
quite  distinct — indeed,  in  some  sense  antagonistic  to  each 
other — hence  many  prescribers  now  order  preparations 
not  of  the  whole  substance,  but  of  the  lobes  separately  as 
these  may  be  indicated.  The  solution  of  the  active  prin- 
ciple of  the  posterior  lobe  has  come  into  extensive  use 
by  obstetricians  in  midwifery,  and  the  probability  is  that 
such  employment  will  in  the  near  future  become  almost 
universal  in  all  highly  civilised  countries.  It  .is  therefore 
likely  to  lead  to  confusion  to  give  the  name  of  the  whole 
gland  to  a  preparation  which  is  not  a  solution  of  the 
entire  active  principles  of  the  gland,  but  only  of  the 
principle  contained  in  one  portion  of  it. 

Eau  de  Luce, 

says  Sir  F^ay  Lankester  in  his  recently  pub- 
lished "  Diversions  of  a  Naturalist,"  is  a  medicament 
formerly  used,  made  by  dissolving  oil  of  amber  in  alcohol. 
This  is  a  very  imperfect  and  misleading  description  of 
Eau  de  Luce,  the  principal  ingredient  of  which  _  was 
ammonia,  and  in  which  amber  played  a  very  subordinate 
part;  Rennie,  indeed,  says  it  contained  none,  though  he 
gives  under  its  name  a  formula  identical  with  that  of 
the  spiritus  ammonige  succinatus  of  the  P.L.  of  1788, 
which  was  its  official  substitute.  Wootton  overlooks  the 
fact  that  this  preparation  appeared  in  two  editions  of 
our  Pharmacopoeia  earlier  than  that  of  1824,  though  the 
formula  was  not  the  same  in  the  earlier  of  the  two,  the 
soap  being  omitted  and  mastic  and  oil  of  lavender  added 
in  1809.  In  1851  not  only  was  the  oil  of  amber  omitted, 
as  Wootton  says,  but  the  name  was  changed  to  tinctura 
ammonhe  composita.  Of  the  first  official  preparation 
Healde  says  that  it  was  used  mainly  "  for  smelling  at," 
but  was  sometimes  given  as  a  stimulant  and  diaphoretic. 
Amber  had  formerly  a  considerable  place  in  medicine. 
It  was  prescribed  in  levigated  powder,  in  doses  of  from 
20  gr.  to  60  gr.,  for  various  complaints,  poached  egg 
being  a  favourite  medium.  The  volatile  salt  obtained 
in  the  distillation  of  the  oil  was,  however,  considered 
the  best  form  for  internal  administration.  Eau  de  Luce, 
without  the  amber,  still  retains  a  place  in  our  non- 
official  books.  [All  the  formulas  in  "  P.F."  contain  oil 
of  amber,  for  the  reason  stated  on  p.  586. — Editor  0.  &  D.~]

Insurance  Agreements,  1917. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (England) 
has  issued  to  Insurance  Committees  a  memorandum 
(227  I.C.)  dealing  with  certain  proposed  modifications  in 
the  agreements  of  practitioners  and  chemists.  The  varia- 
tions will  be  submitted  in  due  course  for  consideration  of 
the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  The  proposed 
revision  of  the  arrangements  with  panel  practitioners  is 
in  connection  with  the  relations  between  general  practi- 
tioners and  consultants  in  the  rare  cases  when  panel 
patients  have  access  to  specialists.  In  the  case  of  the 
domiciliary  treatment  of  tuberculosis  the  panel  practi 
tioner's  duties  in  relation  to  the  consulting  officer  are 
already  defined  in  detail,  and  as  there  is  likely  to  be  an 
extension  of  the  principle  of  the  establishment  of  special 
medical  treatment  in  the  case  of  disabled  sailors  and 
soldiers,  and  in  connection  with  the  prevention  and  treat- 
ment of  venereal  diseases,  it  has  been  found  advisable  to 
make  provision  in  the  agreement  with  Insurance  medical 
practitioners.  The  part  of  the  memorandum  which  con- 
cerns chemists  (besides  the  1917  renewal  provisions)  is 
the  suggestion  for  revising  Clause  9  of  the  agreement  for 
the  supply  of  drugs  so  as  to  adapt  the  machinery  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  the  purpose  of  testing 
the  -satisfactoriness  of  the  supply  of  medicines  to  insured 
persons.  Hitherto  difficulties  have  existed  when  Insur- 
ance Committees  have  desired  to  sample  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions for  the  purpose  of  analysis  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  There  was  the  question  of  who 
is  the  "  purchaser  "  of  an  Insurance  prescription  in  the 
ordinary  way.  Moreover,  if  the  inspector  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  is  allowed  to  "  purchase "  a 
prescription  from  the  chemist,  how  or  what  shall  he  pay ! 
He  must  complete  the  purchase  before  he  can  follow  out 
the  formalities  of  dividing  the  sample.  It  is  proposed  to 
smooth  the  path  of  the  sampler  by  adding  to  Clause  9 
the  following  proviso. : 

Provided  nevertheless  that  the  chemist  shall  sell  to  any 
one  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  Section  13  of  the  hale  ot 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  or  to  anv  person  authorised  by 
such  person,  at  the  price  usually  charged  to  private 
customers,  any  drug  or  medicine  prescribed  or  specified  on 
the  appropriate  prescription-form  provided"  by  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  use  of  insured  persons  and  signed  oy  a 
practitioner  on  the  panel. 

The  persons  mentioned  in  Section  13  are  as  follows  : 

Anv  medical  officer  of  health,  inspector  of  nuisances,  or 
inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  or  any  inspector  ot  a 
market,  or  any  police  constable  under  the  direction  and 
at  the  cost  of 'the  local  authority  appointing  such  otticei, 
inspector,  or  constable,  or  charged  with  the  execution  ot 
this  Act,  may  procure  any  sample  of  food  or  drugs,  etc. 
The  proviso  goes  further  than  has  been  anticipated. 
Insurance  Committees  wanted  to  test  the  medicines  they 
got  from  dispensing  chemists  and  others  with  whom  they 
contracted,  but  the  proviso  will  add  the  local  authorities 
of  England  and  Wales  to  the  bargain  that  these  traders 
make  with  Insurance  Committees.  From  one  point  of 
view  there  is  not  very  great  objection  to  this  :  the  onus 
is  one  that  the  disp'ensing  chemist  takes  upon  himself 
every  time  he  opens  his  shop,  but  it  is  just  as  well  that  he 
should  understand  that  the  Insurance  dispensing  agree- 
ment after  December  31,  1916,  carries  the  Food  and  Drugs 
inspector  with  it.  In  accordance  with  the  regulations, 
chemists  having  contracts  with  Insurance  Committees  will 
receive  notice  not  later  than  November  19  of  the  altera- 
tion referred  to.  Unless  chemists  give  notice  in  writing 
not  later  than  December  3  to  the  effect  that  they  desire 
their  names  removed  at  the  end  of  the  current  year,  the> 
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will  be  deemed,  in  accordance  with  Article  19  (5)  of  the 
Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1913,  to  have  undertaken  the 
supply  of  drugs,  etc.,  for  1917  on  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment as  modified.  We  presume  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  will  have  something  to  say  about  the  matter  at 
the  meeting  to  be  held  on  October  4.  No  report  has  yet 
been  given  of  the  establishment-charge  question  that  a 
deputation  from  the  May  Conference  submitted  to  Mr. 
Charles  Roberts,  M.P.  The  silence  is  disconcerting.  Per- 
haps Mr.  Roberts  has  been  waiting  for  the  Scottish  report. 
This  was  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  in  Edinburgh 
at  the  beginning  of  this  month.  Chemists  will  need  to 
have  patience  until  October,  but  if  any  depend  upon  more 
advantageous  terms  being  obtained  they  had  better  make 
other  arrangements. 

A  Great  Physician. 

The  death  of  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  will  have  come  as  a 
shock  to  many  in  pharmacy,  for  he  was  personally  known 
to  many,  and  his  prescriptions  were  familiar  to  dispens- 
ing chemists  all  over  the  country.    He  came  from  Edin- 
burgh nearly  half  a  century  ago,  when  his  discovery  of 
the  specific  action  of  amyl  nitrite  in  angina  pectoris  was 
still  fresh.    The  discovery  was  made  while  he  was  a  resi- 
dent physician  in  the  Edinburgh  Infirmary.    It  was  his 
sympathy  for  a  physically  magnificent  infirmary  patient 
who  suffered  from  angina  that  made  him  transfer  his 
laboratory   experiments  to    the  infirmary  ward  ;    so  he 
relieved  his  patient  and  gave  the  world  one  of  its  finest 
therapeutic  blessings.      Coming  to   London  he   had  to 
make  his  own  way.    Twenty  years  ago  he  told  a  patient 
that  it  takes  twenty-one  years  for  a  consulting  physician 
to  succeed  in  London  :  the  first  seven  years  he  lives  on 
borrowed  money,  the  next  seven  he  pays  that  money 
back,  and  it  takes  all  the  years  of  the  third  seven  to 
assure    himself    of    his    position   and  live  comfortably. 
His  own  career  was  akin  to  this,  and  he  worked  hard 
at  Stratford  Place,  until  a  year  or  two  ago.  when  he 
lemoved  to  De  Walden  Court  near  by.    It  was  he  who 
practically  took  the  place  of  the  late  Sir  Andrew  Clark, 
and  he  was  the  first  consultant  in  London  to  stipulate 
for  an  enlarged  fe-e  when  a  patient  came  to  him  for  the 
first  time  and  without  his    family  medical  attendant. 
This  was  merely   Brunton's  way   of  keeping  down  his 
practice.       His  intimacy   with  materia  medica  and  his 
reputation  as  a  pharmacologist  seem  to  have  been  the 
things  that  attracted  pharmacists  to  him — his  "  Tables 
of  Materia  Medica  "  (1877)  preceded  his  "  Text-book  of 
Pharmacology"  (1885),  which  made  a  name  for  him  all 
over  the  world,  but  the  charm  of  the  man  himself  was 
as  noted  as  his  professional  ability  and  reputation.  He 
wa?  still  a  comparatively  young  man  (forty-three)  when 
he   was  elected    an   honorary  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  we  venture  to  say  that  those  who 
put  him  forward,    while  knowing  his  pharmacological 
reputation  to  be    unique,  were  equally  moved  by  his 
remarkable  personality.    About  that  time  he  occasionally- 
attended  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  meetings, 
and    on    these    occasions  he  almost    appeared  to   be  a 
chemist's  assistant  himself ;  he  seemed  to  know  exactly 
what  the  feelings  and  the  work  of  the  members  were, 
and  the  conversations  with  him  after  the  meetings  were 
delightful.    He  had  a  wonderful  charm  with  his  patients, 
too,  and  often  his  words  did  as  much  good  as  the  medi- 
cine— as,   for  example,   when  he  said,  "Don't  hurry, 
don't  worry,"  to  a  man  who  had  always  been  doing  that 
and  suffered  in  consequence.    The  wonderfully  human 
side  of  the  man  remains  to  all  who  knew  the  physician. 


Clever  and  distinguished  though  he  was,  he  had  many 
other  interests,  some  of  them  native  to  him  (such  as  his 
knowledge  of  and  love  for  the  Bible),  and  these  were 
seen  in  the  life  he  lived  as  well  as  in  his  voluminous 
contributions  to  literature.  A  great  physician  he  was, 
but  equally  an  eminent  Britisher  and  a  true  Scot. 


The  Government  and  Shellac. 

When  shellac-operators  opened  their  newspapers  on  Tues- 
day morning  they  were  confronted  with  the  following 
statement  from  the  Ministry  of  Munitions,  which  had 
been  circulated  to  the  London  and  provincial  Press  : 

In  view  of  the  excessive  rise  in  the  price  of  shellac,  both 
in  London  and  in  Calcutta,  in  consequence  of  speculation, 
the  Government  are  considering  what  steps  should  be 
taken  to  put  a  stop  to  this  inflation  of  the  price  of  a  com- 
modity which  is  required  for  military  purposes. 

The  effect  of  this  official  statement  was  an  immediate 
drop  of  from  3s.  to  5s.  per  cwt.  in  the  delivery  or 
"  futures  "  market,  which  has  since  been  unsettled  and 
business  has  been  considerably  curtailed.  The  spot 
market  has  also  been  similarly  affected.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Government  announcement  will  be  taken 
as  a  salutary  warning  to  speculators,  who  doubtless  have 
wondered  why  decided  official  action  was  nut  taken  long 
ago,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  several  produce 
and  other  markets  are  under  Government  control.  It  i- 
interesting  to  note  that  at  the  end  of  July  1914  the  spot 
price  of  the  usual  standard  T.N.  Orange  quality  was  about 
62  s.,  and  after  a  year  of  war  the  price  at  the  end  of 
July  1915  was  about  62  s.  also,  but  by  January  1.  1916. 
80s.  was  the  value,  and  since  then  there  has  been  practi- 
cally an  uninterrupted  advance  to  133s.,  or  over  100  per 
cent.,  and  it  is  these  facts  which  have  necessitated  Govern- 
ment action:  It  would  probably  be  a  wise  step  to  prohibit 
speculation  in  "  futures,"  at  least  for  the  duration  of 
the  war,  especially  as  the  spot  price  closely  follows  the 
paper  transactions.  The  chief  trouble  is  that,  at  the 
behest  of  the  shellac-brokers,  many  "  outsiders  "  have 
been  induced  to  take  a  hand  in  the  game,  and  as  tli«. 
statistical  position  has  been  very  favourable  for  the 
operations  of  "  bulls,"  many  '"  outsiders  "  have  suc- 
cumbed  to  the  temptation,  and  this  is  where  the  dangerous 
element  comes  in. 

Liquorice- juice. 

Fob  several  months  past  there  has  been  a  steadily  rising- 
market  for  liquorice-juice  in  block  and  stick,  and  the 
position  regarding  the  winter  supplies  is  one  of  interest 
both  to  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  at  the  present 
time.  There  appears  to  have  been  a  very  heavy  demand 
of  late  both  in  this  country  and  the  United  States  for 
high-class  quality  of  Italian  and  Spanish  block  juice, 
which  demand  can  only  be  partially  filled,  so  that  manu- 
facturers and  large  consumers  have  as  far  as  possible 
fallen  back  on  the  best  qualities  of  stick  juice,  which 
is  only  available  in  very  limited  quantities,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  prices  of  block  and  stick  are  likely 
to  advance  still  further.  We  understand  that  some 
heavy  sales  of  good  Spanish  block  juice  have  been  made 
at  as  high  as  170s.  per  cwt.,  and  for  a  reliable  Italian 
product  as  much  as  180s.  per  cwt.  f.o.b.  is  asked  for 
forward  shipment,  which,  with  the  heavy  war-risk  insur- 
ance, is  equivalent  to  2C0s.  per  cwt.  in  London.  We  also 
learn  that  already  large  orders  have  been  received  for 
the  new  season's  crop  of  liquorice  in  the  Spanish  and 
Sicil  :an  markets,  where  a  certain  "  liveliness  "  has  been 
shown,  and  the  native  growers  of  liquorice-root  have  again 
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considerably  advanced  their  prices,  which  in  consequence 
has  influenced  manufacturers  and  given  a  pronounced 
upward  turn  all  round.  The  scarcity  of  labour  and  the 
high  price  of  coal  in  Italy  have  also  placed  manufac- 
turers at  a  disadvantage,  and  it  is  thought  that  prices 
will  not  return  to  the  normal  until  a  lengthy  period 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  The  new  season's  pro- 
duce is  usually  shipped  from  the  Continent  during  this 
month  onwards,  and  in  several  quarters  Italian  makers 
have  intimated  to  ^their  agents  on  this  side  that  they 
have  only  limited  quantities  to  offer  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  In  view  of  these  circumstances  buyers 
would  be  well  advised  to  cover  their  winter  requirement* 
without  delay  and  as  far  ahead  as  possible. 


Strophanthus=seed. 

One  of  the  indirect  results  of  the  war  has  been  that 
•remote  places  like  the  Nyasaland  Protectorate  have  had  to 
put  up  with  a  very  much-reduced  transport  service  to  the 
Mother  Country.  Consequently  considerable  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  shipping  produce,  and  one  of  the 
minor  results  has  been  a  certain  scarcity  of  strophanthus- 
seed  of  the  genuine  Kombe  variety,  the  production  of 
which  is  a  monopoly  of  Nyasaland  and  the  neighbouring 
Portuguese  territory  of  Mozambique.  The  collection  of 
this  seed  is  in  the  hands  of  two  firms  in  Nyasaland,  who 
export  the  whole  of  their  produce  to  London  for  sale. 
It  is  understood  that  both  these  firms  are  collecting  as 
much  seed  as  possible  this  season,  and  that  it  will  be 
ready  for  shipment  about  October,  so  that  further  supjjlies 
should  reach  the  London  market  early  in  the  New  Year. 

The  Treatment  of  War-wounds. 

A  Controversy  is  being  carried  on  between  Sir  Almroth 
Wright  and  Sir  W.  Watson  Cheyne  regarding  the  efficacy 
of  the  rival  systems  of  treating  septic  war-wounds  which 
these  surgeons  employ.  Sir  W.  Watson  Cheyne  is  an 
advocate  of  the  employment  of  antiseptics,  and  uses  a 
paste,  among  other  preparations,  with  which  he  fills  the 
wounds,  so  as  to  ensure  continuous  antisepticity.  Sir 
Almroth  Wright,  on  the  other  hand,  holds  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  disinfect  a  wound  by  Sir  W.  Watson  Cheyne's 
process.  He  employs  as  a  dressing  hypertonic  saline 
solution,  with  a  view  to  inducing  a  flow  of  lymph  in  the 
wound,  and  so  enabling  the  body  to  bring  into  use  natural 
methods  of  combating  bacterial  infection.  Sir  W.  Watson 
Cheyne  criticised  Sir  Almroth  Wright's  method  in  the 
"  British  Journal  of  Surgery,"  and  Sir  Almroth  Wright 
replies  in  "  The  Lancet,"  his  remarks  occupying  about 
eleven  pages  of  that  journal.  This  reply  is  stated  to  be 
from  official  sources,  but  what  these  are  is  not  mentioned. 

Hypodermic  Solutions. 

The  preference  for  ampoules  rather  than  tablets  for 
hypodermic  injections  has  long  been  characteristic  of 
Continental  pharmacy,  and  for  that  Europe  is  largely 
indebted  to  the  French.  For  years  they  were  the 
principal  manufacturers  of  ampoules,  and  they  have 
always  excelled  in  the  accuracy  and  neatness  with 
which  these  were  put  up.  The  argument  in  favour  of 
the  use  of  ampoules  is,  in  theory,  irresistible,  for  no  one 
can  gainsay  that  a  dose  from  an  hermetically  sealed 
ampoule  is  much  more  likely  to  be  sterile  than  one  from 
a  tablet,  which  is  usually  handled  before  it  is  dissolved 
in  the  syringe.  Notwithstanding  this,  no  careful  doctor 
ever  gets  sepsis  following  injections  even  if  he  uses 
tablets.  The  fact  is  that  the  syringe  and  especially  the 
needle  are  what  require  to  bei  watched.  If  these:  are  sterile 
the  hypodermic  tablet  will  give  no  trouble  ;  if  they  are 
not  sterile  the  hermetically  sealed  ampoule  will  not  confer 
immunity.  All  the  same  the  ampoule  has  been  coming 
into  fashion  rapidly  in  this  country,  and  we  may  soon 
see  it  displacing  tablets.  One  objection  is  the  relatively 
high  price,  the  cost  of  half-a  dozen  ampoules  usually 
being  more  than  that  of  three  or  four  times  the  number 
of  tablets  ;  and  this  is  a  consideration  that  will  have  weight 
in  the  hard  times  that  are  said  to  be  coming.    So  far  as 


the  Continent  is  concerned  the  ampoule  is  much  less 
expensive  than  it  is  here,  and  the  difference  between  its 
cost  and  that  of  tablets  is  not  so  great. 

"  Drug  Progress." 

This  is  the  title  of  an  article  in  "  The  Practitioner  "  by 
Dr.  D.  M.  Macdonald,  Armside,  Westmorland,  and  in  the 
course  of  it  he  says  : 

"Though  perhaps  not  quite  germane  to  the  present  sub- 
ject, a  wise  move  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  be  to  alter  and  extend  the  scope  of  the 
'  Major '  examination,  which  confers  on  the  successful 
candidate  the  title  of  '  Pharmaceutical  Chemist.'  At 
present  the  qualification  is  of  nominal  value.  1  This  is 
unfortunate,  since  the  standard  required  is  a  high  one.  and 
the  attainments  are  of  high  scientific  value,  a  fact  not 
generally  known.  Such  an  examination  might  be  altered 
to  include  clinical  pathology,  bacteriology,  and  histology. 
A  wide  field  of  usefulness  would  be  opened  up  in  place  of 
the  present  restricted  one.  For  example,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  work  at  present  carried  out  in  clinical  labora- 
tories should  not  be  done  by  such  pharmaceutical  experts. 
These  latter  should  receive  in  these  subjects  both  university 
tuition  and  correspondent  recognition.  Swabs  from  throats 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  a  chemist  in  the  county 
of  Westmorland  at  the  present  time.  This  domain  exists 
quite  apart  from  the  opportunities  which,  under  the  present 
crisis,  should  immediately  become  available  in  the  sphere 
for  the  manufacture  of  pure  chemicals  and  synthetic 
remedies." 

There  is  much  else  in  the  article  that  indicates  exceptional 
knowledge  of  pharmacy.  Dr.  Macdonald  is  a  pharmacist, 
having  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  April  1891.  Sub- 
sequently he  studied  at  Aberdeen  University  and  graduated 
there  as  M.B..  CM.  in  1900,  and  as  M.D.  in  1906.  He 
also  studied  at  Middlesex  Hospital,  and  is  D.P.H. 
(jSt.  Andrews)  and  M.R.C.P.Ed.  He  has  published  other 
papers  than  that  we  mention,  and  holds  several  public 
offices.  His  remarks  in  regard  to  the  Major  are  peculiarly 
a  propos  at  present,  for  they  are  sympathetic  with  the 
President's  advocacy. 

Glycerin  Substitutes. 
An  enormous  number  of  substitutes  for  glycerin  have 
been  recommended  of  late  in  Germany,  where  the  short- 
age is  even  greater  than  in  this  country.  According  to 
writers  in  a  German  paper,  a  good  substitute  must 
answer  to  the  following  requirements  : 

It  must  have  fatty  properties,  but  should  not  be  sticky. 

It  must  be  very  hygroscopic,  and  should  not  be  decom- 
posed at  high  temperatures  nor  congeal  at  low  tempera- 
tures. 

For  use  as  a  cosmetic  and  medicinally  it  must  be  neutral, 
not  poisonous,  not  irritable  to  the  skin,  be  inodorous  and 
tasteless,  and  not  dry  on  the  skin  quickly.  It  should  not 
corrode  metals. 

The  authors  describe  five  kinds  of  glycerin  substi- 
tutes, viz.  :  (1)  Gum,  glue,  and  viscous  substances;  (2) 
sugar-solutions ;  (3)  mixtures  that  contain  fixed  oils ;  (4) 
salt-solutions ;  and  (5)  mixtures  of  substances  resembling 
these.    They  describe  the  following  : 

Group  1. — Lempellin,  a  decoction  of  Carragheen,  pre- 
served with  borax  and  formaldehyde.  Algin,  an  infusion 
of  laminaria  with  a  soda-solution.  Novoglycin,  a  solution 
of  glue  in  water.  Glycerit,  quince  mucilage  with  10  per 
cent,  of  glycerin  and  a  little  borax.  They  also  mention 
preparations  of  agar-agar,  fish-glue,  Iceland  moss,  linseed, 
marshmallow-root,  salep  and  tragacanth.  An  objection  'to 
all  substitutes  of  this  group  is  that  they  require  preserva- 
tives for  keeping  them. 

Group  2.— Glycerin  substitute  (Henkel),  two  sorts,  both 
containing  about  60  per  cent.  of.  sugar. 

Group  3.— Proglycerin,  a  liquid  lanoline  emulsion. 
Paraffin  is  also  recommended. 

Group  4.— A  solution  of  calcium  chloride,  36  per  cent., 
is  recommended'  for  some  medicinal  purposes.  Perglycenn 
contains  45  to  70  per  cent,  of  sodium  lactate  in  solution, 
and  perkaglycerin  60  to  80  per  cent,  of  potassium  lactate. 

Group  5.— Solutions  of  glucose  mixed  with  magnesium 
chloride. 

It  is  apparent  that,  so  far  as  the  toilet-articles  are 
concerned,  the  Germans  are  not  a  bit  further  forward 
than  we  are.  and  that  their  substitutes  for  non-freezing 
solutions  follow  upon  old  lines.  We  may  recall  the 
instructions  given  in  our  issue  of  May  20,  p.  60,  which 
give  formula?  to  work  by.  ■ 
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Council- meeting. 

The  Council  met.  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
September  12,  Mr.  James  Tate  (President)  in  the  chair.

Presentation  to  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson. 

Previous  to  the  official  business  a  presentation  was  made 
to  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson  (ex-President),  on  the  occasion  of  his 
marriage.  The  gift  was  a  handsome  silver  rose-bowl  on  an 
ebony  pedestal.  The  President,  in  making  the  presentation, 
spoke  very  happily  of  Mr.  Watson  and  this  notable  event 
in  his  life.    In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Tate  said : 

We  congratulate  Mr.  Watson,  and  wish  him  and  Mrs.  Watson 
much  happiness.  This  is  not  the  time  to  refer  to  past  Presidents 
or  to  establish  precedents  in  so  doing.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
among  the  galaxy  of  many  true  and  useful  men  who  have  adorned 
this  chair  Mr.  Watson  takes  an  honoured  place.  Members  of  this 
Council  decided  to  mark  the  event  of  Mr.  Watson's  marriage, 
which  is,  I  believe,  without  precedent  in  its  history,  by  presenting 
a  memento  of  the  occasion,  and  on  their  behalf  I  have  very  much 
pleasure  in  asking  Mr.  Watson  to  accept  this  rose-bowl  as  a 
memento  which,  we  trust,  will  be  acceptable  to  him  and  Mrs. 
Watson,  and  in  wishing  the  wedded  pair  long  lives  of  much 
happiness  and  happy  surroundings. 

Hearty  and  prolonged  applause  followed  these  remarks, 
and  Mr.  Watson,  .rising  to  acknowledge,  said  that  the  time 
he  was  in  the  chair  and  the  time  he  occupied  the  vice-chair 
were  extremely  enjoyable  years  to  him,  this  being  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  hearty  co-operation  he  always  received 
from  the  members  and  the  Registrar.  Having  referred  to 
more  personal  matters  and  the  happy  manner  in  which  the 
President  had  treated  him,  he  concluded  : 

I  am  sure  that  the  handsome  gift  which  you  have  presented 
to  me  to-day  will  be  much  appreciated  by  my  wife,  as  it  is  by 
me.  For  the  last  ten  days  I  have  been  house-furnishing,  and 
there  are  one  or  two  places  where  that  rose-bowl  will  exactly 
fit.  Will  you  allow  me,  before  I  sit  down,  to  offer  you  my 
hearty  thanks  for  the  handsome  gift,  and  particularly  for  the 
good  wishes  which  you,  Mr.  President,  expressed  in  making  the 
presentation  ? 

After  the  applause  had  subsided  the  Council  business  was 
taken  up,  the  first  item  being  a  letter  of  thanks  from 
Mrs.  James  Wells  and  family  for  the  Council's  resolution 
of  sympathy  on  the  death,  on  active  service,  of  William  F. 
Wells.

A  Record  of  matters  concerning:  Chemists  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 


Allegations  against  a  Walsall  Doctor. 

At  Walsall  (Staffs)  on  September  18,  Mr.  Fisher  Wil- 
liams (barrister,  London),  Dr.  Russell  (Stoke-on-Trent), 
and  Dr.  Fulton  (Nottingham),  opened,  on  behalf  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners  an  inquiry  mis- 
representations against  Dr.  J.  J.  Lynch,  made  by  the 
Walsall  Medical  Committee  and  the  Insurance  Committee, 
who  expressed  the  opinion  ,that  the  continuance  of  Dr! 
Lynch  on  the  panel  was  prejudicial  to  the  medical  service 
of  the  insured  persons.  Dr.  Lynch  was  formerly  the 
Chairman  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  and  he  took  a 
very  prominent  part  in  putting  the  Act  into  operation  in 
Walsall.  The  charges  now  brought  against  him  had 
reference  to  the  allocation  of  insured  persons  who  had 
failed  to  exercise  their  choice  of  a  doctor  in  the  early  part 
of  1913,  and  to  his  actions  in  the  matter  of  complaints 
lodged  against  him  by  two  patients  named  Kendall  and 
Forrester 

Mr.  H.  B.  Webster,  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, who  was  in  the  witness-box  for  eleven  hours,  stated 
that  Dr.  Lynch  practically  took  the  work  of  allocation  into 
his  own  hands,  and  allocated  1,014  names  to  his  own 
practice,  and  a  further  653  names  to  a  firm  in  which  he 
was  a  partner.  Actually  he  allocated  300  more  names  to 
himself  than  to  any  other  doctor  on  the  panel.  Dr.  Lynch, 
it  was  further  stated,  caused  letters  to  be  sent  to  four  other 
local  doctors  (including  Dr.  Power,  who  was  in  partner- 
ship with  him  in  one  part  of  the  town)  requesting  them 
not  to  place  more  than  1,500  patients  each  on  their  lists 
of  acceptances,  as  a  communication  had  been  received  from 
the  Commissioners  as  to  the  fixing  of  a  limit.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  it  was  alleged,  no  communication  had  been  re- 
ceived containing  any  such  suggestion.  In  cross-examina- 
tion by  Mr.  W.  J.  Disturnal,  K.C,  the  Clerk  admitted, 
however,  that  as  far  as  he  could  tell,  the  allocations  were 
made  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Com- 
missioners. Another  point  in  connection  with  the  alloca- 
tions was  that  the  doctors'  acceptance  lists  were  closed  on 
March  13,  and  it  was  urged  that  this  decision  was  arrived 
at  as  the  result  of  a  representation  by  Dr.  Lynch  that  it 
was  the  wish  of  the  Commissioners. 

Several  doctors  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  they  pro- 
tested against  the  closing  of  the  lists,  but  thev  were  told 
that  the  Insurance  Committee  had  no  option  but  to  take 
that  course.  The  Clerk  also  stated  that  in  giving  him 
instructions  with  regard  to  the  insertion  of  an  advertise- 
ment in  the  local  naners  announcing  the  closing  of  the 
lists.  Dr.  Lynch  to'd  him  to  request  that  it  should  be  put 
in  an  obscure  position. 

A  letter  was  produced  containing  a  statement  which  w.n 
shown  to  be  untrue.    The  Clerk  admitted  writing  it  and 
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signing  it,  but  declared  that  Dr.  Lynch  dictated  it  and  | 
took  full  responsibility  for  it.  Witnesses,  who  said  they 
frequently  called  at  the  office  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
deposed  that  Dr.  Lynch  absolutely  dominated  the  Clerk, 
who  was  always  reluctant  to  give  information  even  on 
simple  matters  except  in  confidence.  One  doctor  declared 
that  the  Clerk  seemed  to  be  afraid  to  say  what  o'clock  it 
was. 

With  reference  to  the  complaints,  it  was  alleged  that 
in  the  case  of  Kendall,  Dr.  Lynch  delayed  it  coming 
before  the  Medical  Services  Sub-committee,  and  that  when 
the  Commissioners  directed  that  it  should  be  heard,  the 
doctor  tried  to  persuade  Kendall  to  withdraw  it.  The 
Clerk  admitted,  however,  that  when  the  complaint  was 
first  made  the  Medical  Services  Sub-Committee  was  not 
in  existence,  and  that  he  could  not  6ay  that  Dr.  Lynch 
did  anything  to  delay  the  case  coming  forward.  It  was 
also  stated  that  when  the  complainant  did  attend  before 
the  Committee  he  became  offensive  to  the  Chairman,  and 
refused  to  state  his  case. 

The  allegation  in  the  case  of  Forrester  was  that  Dr 
Lynch  persuaded  the  patient  and  his  wife  not  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  day  on  which  the 
complaint  was  to  be  investigated,  offered  to  pay  any 
expenses  which  the  Committee  might  order  the  patient  to 
pay,  and  subsequently  made  presents  of  cash  and  kind  on 
his  ascertaining  that  the  letter  of  withdrawal  had  been 
sent.  ,  -    ,  , 

When  the  Committee  adiourned  on  Wednesday  evening, 
after  sitting  three  davs.  the  case  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee and  the  Medical  Committee  had  not  been  concluded, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  proceedings  will  continue  for 
the  rest  of  the  week. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAND. 

Derbyshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
at  Derby  on  September  18,  it  was  agreed  that  a  letter  be 
sent  to  'the  Commissioners  and  the  Panel  Committee,  ex- 
pressing regret  that  tho  latter  had  not  completely  answered 
the  representations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Comimttee  in 
regard  to  excessive  prescribing  for  the  year  1914,  or  a 
request  from  the  General  Committee  for  an  investigation 
of  prescriptions  for  November  1915.  The  Committee  also 
directed  that  a  settlement  of  the  doctors'  and  chemists' 
accounts  for  1914-15  should  not  be  concluded  without  the 
question  of  surcharges  being  provided  for.  Dr.  G.  G.  Mac- 
donald  declared  that  one  effect  of  the  resolution  would  be 
that  considerable  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  inducing 
any  doctor  to  enter  into  a  new  agreement  next  year  for  the 
treatment  of  panel  patients.  The  Secretary  announced  that 
the  Panel  Committee  had  arranged  with  a  specialist  in 
prescription  work  for  assistance  in  examining  the  1914  scripts 
that  exceeded  the  average.  It  having  been  reported  that 
in  forty-four  cases-  the  monthly  advance  of  bd.  per  script 
resulted  in  a  continuous  over-payment,  it  was  resolved  that 
future  advances  to  chemists  be  at  the  rate  of  4d.  per  script. 
Instructions  were  likewise  given  that  future  deductions  from 
the  chemists'  accounts  in  respect  of  the  pharmaceutical  levy 
should  be  at  the  rate  of  4?.  per  cent. 

Essex.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  decided  that  the 
stock -mixture  provision  shall  come  into  force  in  the  county 
on  Monday,  October  15.  The  formulas  prepared  by  the 
Commissioners  were  published  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  3, 
p.  39,  and  notes  in  regard  to  several  of  the  mixtures  which 
do  not  keep  were  published  in  succeeding  issues.  The 
dispensing-fee  allowed  for  each  of  the  mixtures  is  Z.Zd. — 
i.e.,  a  halfpenny  less  than  for  ordinary  mixtures. 

Lancashire.  —  A  financial  statement  issued  by  the  Lan- 
cashire Prescription  Bureau  shows  that  the  ten  centres 
have  contributed  in  two  calls,  from  February  1  to  June  30, 
a  sum  of  610'.  10.5.  After  meeting  expenses  there  remained 
a  balance  of  21?.  3s.  5d.  During  the  period  May  1  to 
July  29,  310,198  scripts  were  priced  by  a  staff  of  eight, 
or  a  daily  average  of  5,970.  For  the  first  six  months  of 
this  year  the  total  scripts  sent  by  the  various  towns  .gave 
an  average  per  month  of  87,547.  The  largest  number  was 
94,022  in  March  and  the  lowest  74,962  in  June. 

Preston.  —At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  September  14,  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee 
reported  on  their  investigations  of  an  insured  person's  com- 
plaint that  she  had  had  to  pay  for  certain  medicine  ordered 
by  her  panel  doctor.  The  insured  person  received  two 
prescriptions  from  the  doctor,  one  on  a  form  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  and  the  other  on  private  notcpaper.  For 
tabloids  not  ordered  on  the  official  form  she  had  to  pay 
3s.  6(2.,  and  the  Joint  Sub-Committee  recommended  the 
sum  should  be  refunded  and  the  amount  recovered  from 
the  doctor.    Mr.   T.   Parkinson  said  the  doctor  failed  to 


appear  before  the  Sub-Committee ;  he  treated  it  with  con- 
tempt. Mr.  J.  W.  Hoole  did  not  think  the  matter  ought 
to  remain  where  it  was.  Insured  persons  ought  to  under- 
stand if  they  do  not  get  adequate  treatment  they  should 
appeal  to  the  Joint  Sub-Committee.  Dr.  Sellers  protested 
against  the  tendency  to  generalise.  Mr.  Hoole  had  no 
right  to  make  indefinite  charges.  _  Dr.  Pimblett  said  the 
particular  tabloids  are  a  proprietary  article,  and  the 
doctors  have  been  told  time  after  time  such  things  should 
not  be  ordered  if  there  is  a  suitable  and  adequate  equiva- 
lent in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  particular  doctor 
had  been  surcharged  in  the  past  for  ordering  drugs  some- 
what similar.  To  avoid  this  he  told  the  patient  to  ask 
the  chemist  whether  the  article  is  permitted  under  the 
Act.  Unfortunately  the  message  was  not  delivered,  and 
the  chemist  charged  it  as  a  private  prescription.  The 
Chairman  (Mr.  W.  L.  Holland)  said  no  patient  was  expected 
to  pay  for  medicine.  In  future  they  did  not  intend  to 
hear  the  defence  of_  any  doctor  who  had  not  taken  the 
opportunity  of  making  it  in  the  proper  quarter.  The 
report  was  approved. 

Southend.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  September  12,  the  Finance  Committee  reported  on  the 
apportionment  of  the  money  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioners in  respect  of  Medical  Benefit  for  1915.  The  amount 
apportioned  to  the  Drug  Fund  was  1,528?.  Qs.  8d.,  but  in 
regard  to  the  practitioners'  fund  the  details  are  not  clear, 
and  a  small  Committee  is  to  interview  the  Commissioners 
if  necessary.  Mr.  S.  F.  Body  said  it  is  gratifying  to  see 
that  chemists  are  to  be  paid  in  full  for  1915,  the  first 
year  of  the  Committee's  existence.  He  moved  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  be  settled  forthwith.  The  Chairman 
said  that  as  the  Drug  Fund  is  separate,  there  can  be  no 
objection  to  such  a  course.  Mr.  Body's  motion  was 
agreed  to. 


Notes. 

Removal  from  Edinburgh. — The  first  step  in  the  closer 
association  of  the  English  and  Scottish  Commissioners  is 
occurring  by  the  removal  of  the  Edinburgh  divisional 
offices  covering  unemployment  to  London. 

A  Conference  has  been  held  in  Sheffield  of  Chairmen 
and  Secretaries  of  the  Insurance  areas  included  in  the 
North-East  Midland  .Pricing  Bureau  with  the  Vice-Pre- 
sident of  the  P.S.G.B.  and  chief  officials.  Although  of  a 
private  nature,  unanimous  arrangements  were  arrived  at 
for  the  future  checking  of  prescriptions  as  well  as  other 
matters. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  are  requiring  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  Secretaries  to  furnish  them  with  the 
objects  of  the  Local  Associations  Conferences  in  London 
before  they  will  admit  it  as  a  charge  to  the  administration 
expenses.  This  charge,  if  allowed,  will,  like  the  cost  of 
checking,  be  deducted  from  chemists'  accounts  by  Insur- 
ance Committees.

Naturalised  Germans,  Austrians,  etc. 

Sir, — When  this  war  is  over  we  of  the  chemist  and  allied 
trades  should  demand  some  pledge  from  our  naturalised 
trade  friends  who  have  been  trading  among  us  for  so 
many  years,  the  pledge  to  take  the  form  of  a  solemn 
promise  not  to  trade  with  our  enemies  for  a  term  of  at 
least  ten  years  from  the  date  that  peace  is  signed.  These 
gentlemen  have  had  our  protection  for  years,  are  now 
buying  goods  from  our  various  trades  to  keep  their  busi- 
nesses open,  and  unless  we  get  a  definite  pledge  from  them 
they  will,  as  before  the  war,  purchase  goods  from  their 
original  countries  and  undersell  us  by  dumped  goods  as 
formerly.  The  trade  should  also  insist  that  any  firms  trad- 
ing as  companies  should  put  the  names  of  partners  or 
directors  on  all  their  stationery.  We  have  a  right  to  demand 
this  for  three  special  reasons : 

(1)  We  owe  it  to  those  brave  lads  who  have  fallen  and 
who  are  still  fighting. 

(2)  To  the   parents  of  the  fallen  and  to  the  torture 
experienced  now  by  the  parents  of  those  fighting. 

(3)  By  inviting   the  loyal  naturalised  traders  in  this 
country  to  express  their  approval  of  the  scheme. 

I  know  what  clause  2  means  to  the  parents,  as  my  two 
sons  have  been  in  the  firing  line  for  months,  and  my  three 
daughters  are  Red  Cross  nurses,  and  they  see  the  result  of 
this  dreadful  war  brought  about  deliberately  by  the 
Germans,  as  history  knows  they  were  invited  to  a  confer- 
ence many  days  before  war  was  declared,  and  they  refused. 
It  is,  therefore,  time  that  we  made  up  our  minds  to  trade 
with  only  British  firms  and  our  Allies. — Yours  faithfully,

Jay  Mack's  Curriculum. 

Jay  Mack,  writing  in  reply  to  "J.  P.  N.'s "  letter  in 
the  0.  <k  D.,  September  9,  p.  51,  says:  "'J.  P.  N.'  is 
illogical  :  decries  the  need  for  legal  meals,  would  continue 
to  leave  the  shop  to  unqualified  or  apprentices,  for  which 
chemists  in  Aberdeen  were  fined,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  prosecutes  drug-stores  for  doing  the  same  thing. 
He  would  penalise  men  in  stores  rather  than  teaoh  them, 
forgetting  that  all  pharmacy  is  coming  to  the  stores'  way 
of  trading.  He  occupies  a  lot  of  space,  but  forgets  to 
warn  us  that  stores  would  teach  their  own  men,  and  that 
if  the  biggest  store  started  a  postal  system  of  teaching 
they  would  get  over  2,000  pupils  in  600  shops,  and  b»  sure 
of  Government  recognition  at  once ;  for  all  the  pharmacy 
schools  in  the  Kingdom  have  not  got  1,000  pupils  at  one 
time. 

He  suggests  wasting  the  Local  Secretaries'  time,  rather 
than  my  plan  of  supervision  by  the  Secretary  in  London, 
thereby  creating  fifty  different  kinds  of  supervision.  In 
Ireland  (where  business  is  more  leisurely)  they  can  see  the 
need  for  two  grades  of  men ;  here  we  prefer  to  create 
unqualified  drug-store  owners  by  thousands.  Last  ten  years 
quite  1,000  drug-shops  have  closed  for  want  of  buyers.  Give 
it.  another  ten,  and  we  may  then  get  Proctor's  ideal  of 
one  chemist  flourishing  where  two  formerly  existed. 

The  last-ditchers  by  1926  will  all  be  dead  or  panel  doctors, 
while  the  rest  of  us  will  be  prosperous  business  men  instead 
of  '  shoneen  professors,'  as  an  Irishman  once  told  us  in 
derision.  That  same  Irishman  is  a  chemist,  a  doctor,  and 
a  barrister ;  yet  he  said  the  ordinary  qualified  assistant 
is  surely  worthless  enough  already :  a  1  fearsome '  curri- 
culum would  only  make  him  worse.  That  was  over  ten 
years  ago,  yet  nothing  has  been  done." 

The  Insurance  Outlook. 

Sir.— In  reply  to  "  Xrayser  II. 's  "  remarks  re  the  panel, 
may  I  say  I  have  been  personally  at  some  trouble  to  find 
out  how  we  stand,  and  from  information  received  believe 
that,  so  far  from  standing,  some  of  us  will  be  let  down 
"  crash,"  and  great  will  be  the  fall.  The  position,  I 
gather,  is  this:   Our  leaders  form  two  parties.    One,  the 

professional  gents,"  do  not  trouble  about  the  establish- 
ment-charge, but  desire  the  fee  raised.  The  others,  the 
baser  sort,  do  not  care  how  the  money  comes  so  long  as 
it  does  come.  A  good  many  of  these  are  quite  sharp 
enough  business  men  to  set  a  living  without  the  panel, 
ine  first   class   never  really  did  cater   for   the   panel  or 


want  it :  2d.  does  not  appeal  to  them.  These  two  classes 
comprise  the  leaders,  so  called.  The  rank-and-file  are 
differently  situated,  and  this  is  the  real  trouble.  A  tre- 
mendous number  of  shops  in  industrial  areas,  such  as  S.E. 
and  East  London,  Lancashire,  and  Yorkshire,  for  a  time 
made  pots  of  money  despite  the  discount,  and  a  good 
many  of  them  still  do  so,  inasmuch  as  it  is  fresh  business 
and  generally  goes  to  the  nearest.  Whether  this  will  con- 
tinue remains  to  be  seen.  The  Insurance  has  fallen  both 
in  quantity  and  price,  and  assistants  and  other  expenses — ■ 
everything,  in  fact — have  risen.  The  future  is  thereforo 
on  the  laps  of  the  gods.  But  certainly  one  cannot  expect 
anyone  in  a  back  street  who  can  do  anything  like  thirty 
prescriptions  a  day  regularly  to  turn  it  up.  If  one  has 
to  put  a  man  on,  unless  he  can  do  more  than  pays  his 
salary  it  is  a  loss,  but  to  a  small  man  in  industrial  dis- 
tricts it  is  a  godsend.  If  the  "professional  gents" 
went  off  they  would  not  be  missed.  If  all  the  sharp  ones 
turned  it  up  they  would  not  miss  it,  and  the  ones  doing 
it  now  would  do  more  and  the  doctors  would  do  the  rest. 
If  the  chemists  doing  the  great  bulk  of  the  work  are 
satisfied,  it  is  useless  others  objecting.  They  have  their 
remedy — resign.  That  is  apparently  the  attitude  of  the 
gentlemen  at  Bloomsbury  Square — implied  if  not  actually 
expressed.  These  are  the  opinions  I  have  gathered.  Per- 
sonally, if  we  get  anything  more  I  shall  be  more  than 
surprised,  because  I  believe  Bloomsbury  Square  will  let 
us  down  in  order  to  keep  the  right  side  of  the  governing 
powers.

Ferret's  "  Leavings  "  as  a  Cure  for  Whooping-cough. 

"  Could  any  reader  suggest  the  rationale  for  this  whoop- 
ing-cough remedy?  The  ferret  is  allowed  to  lap  the  top 
portion  of  a  basin  of  new  milk,  and  the  milk  which  he 
leaves  after  him  is  given  to  the  child  with  whooping-cough. 
The  cure  seems  to  be  more  than  an  Irish  '  pishogue,'  as 
ferrets'  '  leavings '  are  more  trusted  and  more  in  demand 
than  pharmaceutical  products  for  the  same  purpose.  My 
junior  asistant  goes  in  for  ferret-breeding,  and  he  is  kept 
busy  supplying  the  remedy."— Wm.  Dunphy,  M.P.S.I. 
Making  a  Mistake. 

•'  The  query  by  '  Gantier  '  raises  the  question  of  bottle- 
washing  by  the  chemist  for  the  public.  In  my  opinion, 
'  Gantier  '  is  to  blame  for  sending  out  the  spirit  of  pepper- 
mint in  a  dirty  bottle.  If  a  man  wishes  to  stand  on  his 
rights  he  should  reject  the  bottle—  i.e.,  tell  customer  to 
bring  a  clean  one.  In  practice,  however,  it  seems  to  come 
easier  to  rinse  it  out  oneself.  If  one  starts  to  fight  about 
these  little  matters  one  gets  very  little  peace,  and,  roughly, 
the  game  isn't  worth  the  candle  !  A  plan  I  adopt  is  to 
put  on  one  side  odd  bottles,  such  as  small  '  out-sizes,' 
which  one  gets  for  practically  nothing — e.g.,  lavona, 
barkola,  carmarole,  Seigels,  and  the  like— any  of  which  can 
be  exchanged  for  one  brought  by  a  customer  and  unsuit- 
able. Per  contra,  the  dirty  bottle  brought  by  '  Gantier's  ' 
customer  might  do  very  well  for  some  other  purpose.  The 
fact  is  one  cannot  be  too  careful  to  send  out  everything  in 
its  best  condition  and  neatlv  labelled,  for  the  sake  of  one's 
reputation."—/.  P.  N.  (80/22). 


Legal  Queries. 

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  explained 
in  the  legal  section  of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary," 
1916,  beginning  on  rage  341. 


./.  C.  (81/63).— Both  the  labels  are  liable.  As  to  the 
cholera-mixture  one  see  G.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  349.  If  your 
quinine-and-iron  tonic-mixture  contains  no  other  medicines 
than  those  named,  the  label  may  be  a  sufficient  disclosure. 

H.  E.  P.  (83/11). —  The  lady  is  quite  wrong  about  the 
stamping:.  It  is  only  when  a  dutiable  medicine  is  actually 
sold  in  Great  Britain  that  it  must  be  stamped.  Medicines 
made  and  sold_  in  France  or  any  other  country  do  not 
require  the  British  stamp.  Lots'  of  medicines  made  in 
Ireland  come  unstamped  to  customers  in  Great  Britain,  and 
this  is  perfectly  legal. 
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T.  B.  (78/25). — Indian  Bran-dee  is  an  alcoholic  prepara- 
tion which  contains  a  drug  or  medicament,  and  the  Board 
of  Control's  order  in  respect  to  medicated  wines  applies  to 
it,  but  the  sale  of  it  as  a  medicine  by  chemists  or  druggists 
is  not  affected  by  the  order.  The  fact  that  during  the  past 
fifty  years  there  have  been  occasional  prosecutions  of 
vendors  of  Indian  brandee  by  the  Excise  authorities  for 
sale  without  a  spirit-licence  shows  that  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol order  must  not  be  overlooked  by  manufacturers  and 
retailers.  Most  manufacturers  are  licensed  compounders, 
therefore  are  not  interfered  with  unless  the  preparation  is 
not  a  medicine,  but  an  intoxicant,  and  used  as  such.  It  is 
this  latter  provision  that  retailers  must  also  respect:  so 
long  as  the  preparation  is  medicine  and  used  as  such  it 
may  be  sold  by  medical  practitioners  or  chemists  or  drug- 
gists, otherwise  the  order  requires  that  each  bottle  shall 
bear  a  declaration  of  the  amount  of  proof  spirit  that  it 
contains,  and  the  vendor  must  have  a  spirit-licence.  The 
fact  that  a  preparation  contains  spirit  of  nitre  and  spirit 
of  chloroform  does  not  put  it  definitely  in  the  medicine 
class,  for  we  know  that  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise 
have  removed  from  the  medicine  to  the  spirits  class  carmi- 
native preparations  which  are  sold  as  medicines,  and  Indian 
brandee  is  in  some  districts  used  as  an  intoxicant.  You 
should  be  in  a  position  to  know  whether  the  preparation 
you  mention  is  so  or  not. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


F.  <£■  G.  (53/71).— Rust  on  Iron  is  best  removed  by  sand- 
polishing,  and  afterwards  a  coating  of  black  varnish  should 
be  applied  to  act  as  a  preservative. 

Lubrication  (59/27).— You  ask  whether  coconut  oil  is 
acid-free,  but  it  is  a  vegetable  fixed  oil,  and  very  few- 
such  oils  are  ever  free  from  acid  reaction.  The  British 
Pharmacopoeia  method  of  determining  the  acid-value  of 
fixed  oils  given  on  p.  520  of  the  B.P.  will  suit  your  pur- 
pose) well,  and  we  refer  you  to  it. 

W.  J.  H.  (52/ 53). -^Colloidal  Sulphur.— The  preparation 
of  a  sulphur  hydrosol  is  not  a  matter  that  can,  as  a  rule, 
be  carried  out  extemporaneously.  There  is,  however,  a 
solid  form  of  colloidal  sulphur,  which  may  have  been  used 
in  the  case  you  mention.  One  way  of  making  solid  colloidal 
sulphur  is  as  follows  : 

Ten  parts  of  sulphur  is  boiled  with  100  parts  of  alcohol, 
filtered    1  part  of  albumin  added  to  the  filtrate,  and  the 
whole  stirred  into  500  to  1,000  parts  of  water.    The  milky 
liquid  is  acidified,  the  precipitate  dissolved  by  neutralis- 
ing the  acid,  and  the  solution  evaporated. 
A  sulphur  "  collosol "  prepared  by  the  Crookes  patents  is 
sold  by  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.    This  is  a  liquid 
form. 

B.  R.  &  B.  (Lahore)  (55/45).— Potassium  Permanganate 
is  an  oxidiser,  and  on  this  account  caution  is  needed  in 
placing  it  in  contact  with  organic  matter  Paper-lined 
barrels  containing  it  have  been  known  to  take  fire. 

Sapol  (56/53).— Motorists'  Hand-cleaner.— The  following 
formula  has  been  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  : 

Powdered  soap    7oz. 

Waterglass   2  oz. 

Pumice   in  fine  powder   1  oz. 

Kaolin'    10  oz. 

Grind  together,  and  form  into  a  paste,  adding  water  if 
needed. 

W.  G.  C.  (56/30).— Glucose  in  Jam-making.— It  is  dis- 
tinctly stated  in  the  G.  ifc  D.,  August  26,  p.  48,  that  it  is  the 
syrup-form  of  glucose  that  is  recommended  by  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  in  jam-making.  Solid  glucose  can  be  em- 
ployed, but  this  form  is  not  so  convenient  for  the  public. 

J.  N.  E.  (Zeitoun)  (5/70).— (1)  It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
say  "the  source  of  the  blue  deposit  which  collects  upon 
cotton-wool  through  which  distilled  water  has  been  passed." 
The  cotton-wool  may  have  been  treated  with  a  trace  of 
blue  dye  to  neutralise  the  yellow  colour  remaining  after 
the  bleaching  process,  and  this  colour  is  perhaps  rendered 
more  conspicuous  when  the  wool  is  wetted.  (2)  We  note 
what  you  state  about  the  supply  of  sodium  sulphate  in  place 
Df  magnesium  sulphate.  This  shows  the  necessity  of  the 
systematic  testing  of  chemicals  before  they  are  placed  in 
stock. 

B.  Ii.  B.  (63/36). — Ol.  Morrhu/e  Iodatum. — Reduce 
9  gr.  of  iodine  to  fine  powder,  and  dissolve  it  in  1  pint 
(20  oz.)  of  cod-liver  oil.  slightly  warming  to  aid  solution. 


Caledonia  (53/24)  — Skin-blush  Liquid. — It  is  alloxan  or 
mesoxalyl  urea  which  is  used  for  imparting  a  pink  "  blush  " 
to  the  skin.  The  solution  used  is  very  weak.  You  could 
conduct  a  few  experiments  with  a  view<  of  deciding  the 
strength  needed,  starting  with  half  a  grain  in  the  ounce. 
The  colour  does  not  develop  at  once  on  the  skin. 

Salt.  (58/39). — Hemorrhage  in  Calf. — Blood  passing  with 
the  faeces  is  a  common  symptom  of  both  scour  and  con- 
stipation. In  either  case  give  a  dose  of  castor  oil  and  lime- 
water.  If  constipation  is  the  cause,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  give  injections  and  repeated  doses  of  oil  or  some  other 
laxative  ;  when  the  bowel  attains  its  normal  condition  the 
blood  ceases  to  flow.  If  the  bleeding  arises  from  scour  and 
the  oil  has  no  effect,  tsy  the  following  :

Catechu, 

Chlorodyn   aa.  3ij. 

Aq.  menth.  pip.     ...    q.s. — M. 

To  be  given  every  four  hours  in  boiled  milk  or  flour  gruel 
till  the  scouiing  ceases. 

Should  the  bleeding  continue,  give  repeated  small  doses  of 
ol.  tereb.,  tr.  ferri  perchlor.  or  acid,  sulphuric.  Adrenalin 
is  now  used  hypcdermically  for  internal  haemorrhage, 
generally  with  good  results.  In  prolonged  cases  bismuth 
subnitrate  and  acacia  should  be  given  as  a  sedative  to  the 
mucous  membranes  of  the  stomach  and  intestines. 

R.A.M.C.  Sergeant  (63/58)  wants  the  formula  for  Dakin's 
Solution  for  Wound-dressing.  This  is  the  sodium-hypo- 
chlorite  solution.  It  was  quoted  in  the  C.  &  D.  Septem- 
ber 4,  1915,  p.  52,  the  following  being  Dr.  Dakin's  own  words  : 
"  One  hundred  and  forty  grams  of  dry  sodium  carbonate 
(Nia,CO,),  or  400  grams  of  the  crystallised  salt,  is  dis- 
solved in  10  litres  of  tap-water,  and  200  grams  of  chlori- 
nated lime  of  good  quality  added.  The  mixture  is  well 
shaken,  and  after  half  an  hour  the  clear  liquid  is  syphoned 
off  from  the  precipitate  and  filtered  through  a  plug  of 
cotton  ;  40  grams  of  boric  acid  is  added  to  the  clear  filtrate, 
and  the  resulting  solution  is  ready  for  use.  A  slight 
further  precipitate  of  calcium  salts  may  occur,  but  this 
is  of  no  significance."  This  is  Eusol  (<7.  &  D.,  July  31, 
1915,  p.  144). 

Apprentice  (64/64).— "  Ext.  Filicis  Maris  3j."  means  one 
fluid  drachm,  but  as  the  specific  gravity  is  1.000  to  1.025 
there  is  no  objection  to  weighing  it. 

G.  B.  (62/10).— In  amoebic  dysentery  and  colitis  follow- 
ing it  emetine  is  "given  hypodermically  in  doses  of  about 
s  gr.,  and  ampoules  containing  the  requisite  dose  are 
obtainable.  There  is  a  good  article  on  the  treatment  of 
mucous  colitis  in  the  sixth  edition  of  Hutchinson's  "  Index 
of  Treatment,"  by  Dr.  Murrell  (Wright,  Bristol).  Sir 
Leonard  Rogers  deals  with  the  use  of  emetine  in  amoebic 
dysenterv  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  June  22  and 
August  12,  1912.  An  epitome  of  the  literature  of  colitis 
is  given  by  Moynihan  and  Upcott  in  the  "  Medical  Annual  " 
for  1913,  p.  177  (Wright,  Bristol). 

C.  A.  M.  (67/20).— The  Hair  of  Pomeranian  Dogs 
should  always  be  brushed  up  or  backwards  to  make  it 
stick  up.  By  doing  this  daily  a  change  for  the  better  will 
soon  be  observed.  A  weak  solution  of  gum  arabic  sprayed 
on  after  washing,  or  a  mixture  of  alum  and  magnesia,  may 
also  be  tried,  but  with  regularity  and  patience  the  brush- 
ing is  preferable.

Austrian  News. 

Tanning-material  in  Hungary. — According  to  an  Im- 
perial Decree,  the  bark  of  oak  and  pine  trees,  galls,  and 
extracts  of  oak-wood,  chestnut-wood,  and  pine-bark  have 
been  withdrawn  from  free  trade.  The  maximum  price 
for  pine-bark  and  oak-bark  has  been  fixed  at  30kr.  per 
100  kilos.,  for  galls  at  from  27kr.  to  55kr.  per  100  kilos. 
.  Prices  of  German  Medicaments.— Conferences  are  taking 
place  about  the  prices  of  medicinal  products,  the  result 
being  that  henceforth  Austria  will  obtain  medicaments  from 
Germany  at  the  same  prices  as  are  paid  in  Germany,  pro- 
vided that  Austria  is  willing  to  enter  upon  certain  conditions 
the  German  Government  has  put  to  it. 

Poppy-seed. — According  to  a  decree  of  August  11,  1916, 
all  stocks  of  poppy-seed  in  Austria  have  been  com- 
mandeered on  behalf  of  the  State.  An  exception  is  made 
of  stocks  that  do  not  exceed  5  kilos.,  but  even  such 
small  quantities  cannot  be  sold  without  special  permission. 
Rapeseed,  rape  oil,  and  oilcakes  have  already  been  com- 
mandeered. " 

Fat-supply. — A  War  Association  for  the  oil  and  fat 
industry  has  been  founded  in  Austria,  upon  the  suggestion 
of  the  Ministers  of  Commerce  and  of  War.  This  Association 
includes  all  works  which  produce  animal  and  vegetable 
oils  and  fats — except  butter,  Lard,  and  bone-fat — and  pre- 
parations therefrom.  Joining  the  Association  is  compul- 
sory for  all  manufacturers,  except  Government  enterprises, 
which  arrange  for  the  distribution  of  the  fat  and  oil  pro- 
ducts. The  Association  has  been  charged  with  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  raw  material  for  various  purposes,  the 
regulation  of  the  prices  of  sale.  etc. 

Cultivation  of  Oilseeds. — The  Austrian  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  encouraging  the  cultivation  of  oilseeds  such 
as  linseed  and  poppy.  The  Central  Committee  for  the 
supply  of  fats  and  fixed  oils  is  prepared  to  buy 
at  150kr.  per  "  Meterzentner,"  all  quantities  of  poppy-seed 
that  are  offered  to  it  until  October  31.  As  a  guarantee  the 
Committee  has  deposited  with  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Bank  5,0CO.0O0kr.,  of  which  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  authorised  to  dispose  in  case  of  need.  Landowners  who 
are  willing  to  grow  oilseeds  can  borrow  money  from  this 
fund  at  5  per  cent.,  and  they  can  obtain  seed  from  the 
Committee  at  150kr.  per  "  Meterzentner."  The  War  De- 
partment has  granted  furlough  to  the  soldiers  whose  pre- 
sence is  wanted  at  home  for  the  planting  of  rapeseed, 
poppy-seed,  linseed,  and  other  plants  which  producj 
oleaginous  seeds. 

Digitalis. — A  decree  of  the  Minister  of  the  Home  Depart- 
ment allows  pharmacists  to  dispense  the  leaves  of  Digitalis 
ambigua,  Murr.,  in  the  place  of  the  leaves  of  the  official 
D.  -purpurea,  if  the  latter  is  not  especially  mentioned  by 
the  physician.  The  stocks  of  both  sorts  of  digitalis  must  be 
kept  separately,  however.  The  stocks  of  Digitalis  purpurea 
are  extremely  small,  but  D.  ambigua  is  still  to  be  had  in 
large  quantities.  D.  ambigua,  Murr.,  is  an  excellent  sub- 
stitute for  D.  purpurea,  according  to  researches  made  in 
the  Pharmacognostic  Institute  of  the  Vienna  University.  Dr. 
Wasickv  reports  on  these  researches  in  the  "Ztschr.  d. 
Allg.  Oesterr.  Ap.  Ver."  He  states  that,  there  is  no 
difference  whatever  in  the  activity  of  the  leaves  of  the 
varieties  with  red  and  yellow  flowers.  The  quantity  of 
digitoxin  contained  in  the  leaves  is  0.31  per  cent.,  and 
biological  researches  also  gave  the  same  result. 

Drug-cultivation  in  Hungary. — Professor  Franz  Darvas, 
who  has  been  teaching  disabled  soldiers  how  to  gather 
wild  drugs,  and  how  to  cultivate  medicinal  plants,  has 
been  interviewed  in  the  "  Ztschr.  d.  Allgem.  Oesterr. 
Apoth.  Vereines."  He  reports  that  the  invitation  to 
teachers  and  clergymen  to  promote  the  gathering  of  drugs 
by  schoolchildren  has  met  with  great  success.  Up  to  date 
the  value  of  the  drugs  that  have  been  so  gathered 
amounted  to  about  4,000k.,  and  much  more  may  be  ex- 
pected shortly.  In  the  spring  of  this  year  the  "  Kriegshilfs- 
fiirsorgebureau  "  in  Budapest  issued  fourteen  pamphlets  to 
burgomasters,  teachers,  and  clergymen  of  the  Hungarian 
municipalities,  each  with  an  illustration  of  a  wild  drug 
with  explanatory  text,  the  pamphlets  including  particulars 
regarding  tilia,  belladonna,  elder,  henbane,  arnica,  poppy, 
chamomilla.  Aehillam-  Millefolium,  Datura  Stitnnonium, 
ergot,  marshmallovv,  verbascum,  cantharides.  and  worm- 
seed.  Professor  Darvas  has  contributed  a  series  of  articles 
on  the  subject  in  the  daily  Press. 

Fuel  Requirement. — About  2,500  calories  are  required  in 
the  daily  food  of  man  whose  occupation  is  of  sedentary 
character.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  statistics  show  that  the 
inhabitants  of  cities  take  this  amount  of  fuel  daily.— Lusk.
